On another page of this issue will be 
found a valuable and interesting 
port prepared under the direction 
the United States Geological Survey 
which throws light upon the quantity 
and value of the natural paint deposits 
in this country.

The compiler in his introduction 
writes: “A full year of unrestricted 
supplies has brought about that which 
former combinations of nitrate pro- 
ducers failed to effect, namely, satis- 
faction to the cheap manufacturer and 
attraction to the consumer. If free 
production has caused many oficinas 
to close down, thereby entailing con- 
siderable pecuniary loss, temporary or 
otherwise, to numerous shareholéers, 
it has also disclosed the real capacity 
of most producers, and thereby paved 
the way for arriving at a mutual un- 
derstanding between those who are 
capable of supplying the world’s de- 
mands at a reasonable figure.” 


On Thursday, August 18, James Berg, 
a drug clerk, presented an order at 
Lehn & Fink’s city order department 
from Kantor & Co., druggists, who 
have two stores in the Bronx, for as- 
sorted merchandise. The liberal quan- 
tities of high priced goods ordered, 
among which were five ounces cocaine, 
aroused the suspicion of the order 
clerk. Berg, who wanted to take the 
goods with him, was told to wait until 
the order had been completed, and 
Kantor & Co. were communicated with 
and gave the information that Berg 
had been discharged from their service 
several days ago for stealing, and that 
his order was forged. Before he left 
Kantor’s store he took their order- 
book; he showed this to Lehn & Fink’s 
clerk when he placed his order, but 
the mental suggestion of this trick 
failed to produce hypnosis in the order 
clerk, as events proved. Berg was 
promptly arrested and was held in 
$1,000 bail before Judge Cornell for the 
action of General Sessions. 


The Governor of the Upper Nile 
Province of the Sudan draws attention 
to the favorable opportunities for 
working the Talh gum forests in the 
neighborhood of Galhak, near Jebel 
Ahmed Agha. Causeways have been 
made to enable the produce to be 
brought down from the mainland ever 
the marshes to the river, and 25 miles 
of cut road lead straight into the for- 
ests from the Meshra on the Nile; this 
road is crossed at angles by various 
native tracks, so that there is perhaps 
no other gum area in the Sudan with 
such favorable conditions for collection 
and transport to Khartoum. Camels 
have done exceedingly well in this area 
from December to June, being brought 
yearly from Sennar and the Blue Nile 
and hired to carry Dinka corn to Renk. 
Local merchants cannot work this gum 
district, as they have not sufficient cap- 
ital and possess only small stocks of 
trade articles. After the rains are over 
some immigrants who have applied to 
make a settlement on the Goz lands at 
Galhak will be placed there. This will 
help the labor question to some extent, 
but merchants with some money avall- 
able will still be a necessity for 4e- 
velopment,

Lucius A, Cole, president of the Na- 
tional Lead Company, died suddenly of 
pearé failure on ‘thursday, August 25, at 
Carisbad, Austria, 

Mr. Cole was born at Columbus, Ohio, 
May 25, 187. He was the son ot George 
and Elvira Moore Cole, While still a boy 
nis family removed to Cincinnati, where 
he passed his youth and early manhood, 
He vegan his business career at the age 
of fourteen as a Clerk in a wholesale dry- 
goods establishment. At the age of 17 he 
enlisted with the Union forces and served 
two years until the end of the war, on a 
gunboat on the lower Mississippi. 

*In 1872 Mr, Cole married Emma Straub, 
daughter of Isaac Straub, of Cincinnati, 
who survives him, Shortly after his mar- 
riage he removed to Parkersburg, W. Va., 
entering the service of the Camden Con-

vent foreigners from, acquiring it by auc- 
tion—which is a process prescribed by the 
general law as regards development of 
petroliferous property—and only when 
Russians declined to buy should foreign- 
ers be allowed to do so. However, seeing 
the great importance to the Russian Em- 
pire of introducing foreign capital, the 
Minister considered it advisable to be 
guided by the policy of the Council, al- 
though the Ukase of 1894 gives all powers 
to the Minister of Trade and Industry in 
concordance with the Ministers of War 
and Finance to authorize foreign oil in- 
terests to exploit Russian territory. 

The matter thus awaits the decision of

During 1909. 


DECREASED PRODUCTION AND HIGH 
PRICES, 
Washington, Aug. 26, 1910. 

Consul H. M. Byington, writing from 
Bristol, England, to the Bureau of 
Manufactures of the Departent of Com- 
merce and Labor, gives the following 
particulars concerning trade at that 
port:— 
‘The industry of linseed oil crushing received 
very serious setback during 1909, and two

minished the output of English oil. One of 
these was the greatly increased use of soya 
bean and the other a heavy increase in the 
supply of linseed from Argentina, United 
States and Russia, which amounted to nearly 
5 per cent. of the shipments of 1908 and 
was in no way counterbalanced by a small in- 
crease in the shipments from Calcutta, The 
result was that while the price of linseed oil 
remained fairly steady at between £20 ($97.33) 
and £22 ($107.06) per ton for the first four 
months of the year, and again at between £22 
($107.06) and £24 ($116.80) per ton for the sec- 
ond four months during the last third of the

Minneapolis 
Minneapolis, Minn., Aug. 24, 1910. 
There was a marked increase in flax- 
seed offerings last week and business 
was more active. It was all in seed to 
arrive, however. Country shippers are 


evidently satisfied with current values and 
are selling quite freely. Early seed is 
arriving ahead of normal time, Of course, 


it will be some time after September 1 
before the movement is heavy, although 
it will undoubtedly be a week or two 
earlier than usual, It is believed that 


farmers who have seed to sell will mar- 
ket is early, as is doubtful if any. would 
store in anticipation of still higher prices. 
Crushers are displaying much interest in 
seed for nearby delivery. They are using 
a fair quantity in filling the scattered 
demand for small lots of oil and are con- 
sequently absorbing seed as offered. 

The arrivals for sale, however, are very 
light, and they have to depend on their 
purchases to arrive. Some round lots 
were worked during the week. A number 
of parcels were sold Thursday at $2.42@ 
under the close of that 


2.44, or 2@4c. f 
day. The opposite was true on Friday. 


One big lot of 31,000 bushels to arrive was 
posted as sold at $2.47, while the market 
on that day closed at $2.45. Three other 
small lots were sold at $2.4644@2.47%. Spot 
seed here js selling at the September op- 
tion, although at times a half cent over is 
paid. There was considerable strength 
displayed Tuesday, spot seed advancing 
4c. Most of the buying, however, was 
done before the advance was recorded. 
One lot of 6,700 bushels to arrive sold at 
$2.43%, or 3%c. lower than what was 
asked at the close. Spot seed for thd 
week has declined %c. At the close to- 
day it is 9c. higher than the cor- 
responding day last year. 

Despite the increased receipts crushers 
were forced to draw on terminal stocks 
to a slight extent, and for the week they 
show a decrease of 3,945 bushels. They 
are holding out better than expected, ow- 
ing to the light operation of the mills. 

The market has been very irregular 
at Duluth all week. It has been a kind 
of a see-saw affair, up one day and down 
the next. Trading as a rule has been 
very light. Crushers bought what seed 
they could get for August and September 
delivery, but the future options were neg- 
lected on account of the lack of demand 
for oil for deferred shipment. 

September was weak at 
Thursday, holding around $2.41 bid, A 
better inquiry developed late in the ses- 
sion, and in the face of buying orders 
the option was advanced to $2.47, closing 
444c. higher than on Wednesday. Spot 
seed closed 7c. higher and the distant 
options 2c. September opened at $2.47 Fri- 
day, but with no support sagged and 
closed at $2.45%. Track seed declined 5c., 
and October, November and December 
le. each, Saturday September fluctuated 
4c. With neither sellers nor buyers in 
evidence there were no quotations posted 
until late in the session. September was 
then quoted at $2.45, but within an hour 
advanced to $2.49, on light trading. Track 
seed also was 4c. higher, October and No-

vember 3%c. and December 3c. The ad- 
vance, however, was more than lost on 
Monday. September opened at $2.49, but 


was shortly down to $2.42, closing at $2.43. 
October and November lost 3%c, and De- 
cember 2c. The market was still weak 


on Tuesday, although just before the 
close some buying was done and prices 


were advanced from 3 to 4c, October seed 
in Winnipeg last Tuesday was 2ic. lower 
than in Duluth. Spot seed and all the 
options were a trifle weaker to-day, clos- 


ing slightly lower. For the week spot 
seed is %c. lower and September 1\%c.

The shipments last week were fairly 
heavy and on Saturday, August 20, Du- 
luth stocks showed a decrease of about 
24,000 bushels, They were then only 
19,864 bushels, against 82,650 a year ago. 

THE FLAX CROP, 
Definite information in regard to the 


Northwestern flax crop is difficult to ob- 
tain, Cutting, it appears, is well advanced 
in Southern Minnesota, Also in South Da- 
kota, More or less threshing was done a 
week or more ago, but rains temporarily 
stopped this work. In the meantime, 
farmers have taken advantage of the 
moisture and are doing considerable fall 
plowing. Only the early flax has been 
threshed so far, and in Minnesota the 
average yield seems to be 6 or 8 bushels.

In some parts even less. The 
week saw a field of eighteen acres of 
flax near Atwater, Minn., that was so 


thin, spotted and weedy that it will have 
to be cut by hand. The ground was 
timberland, just cleared, and should have 
raised a good crop, but lack of moisture 
during the summer about killed it. Secat- 
tered reports from different parts of the 
State tell different stories. Where 3 or 
4 bushels to the acre were the best yields 
looked for, in many cases farmers are 
getting 5 and 8 bushels. Minnesota will 
undoubtedly raise a crop as large, if not 
larger, than a year ago on account of the 
increased acreage, 

Traveling men employed by the grain 
and elevator interests of Minneapolis who 
have been out through South Dakota say 


that the crop of that State is also badly 
spotted, but that late rains improved 
prospects. At present it is believed that 


that State will show up with a slight in- 
crease over 1909,

LINSEED OIL. 

With only one crusher in Chicago 
with any oil to sell, and with the 
buyers rather anxious to secure some oil 
for immediate needs it was a compara- 
tively easy matter to quote prices, There 


has been a good inquiry all week for oil 
for prompt delivery at 86 and 87c., raw 
and boiled, though some was sold early 
in the week at lc. under these prices. At 
the start of the week several crushers 
had a little oil, but before the end of the 
week all were out of the market but one, 
One mill has closed for the season, un- 
less the situation should materially 
change, and the two big mils of the big 
Eastern company have not been running, 
the company being entirely out of oil in 
this territory, and being forced to call on 


the East for a little oil to satisfy the 
demands of customers. Practically all 
the oil that has been delivered to the 


trade the current week has been oil made 
from new Southwestern seed. It is re- 
markable, but none the less true, that 
there is almost no oid oil in Chicago, 
either in the hands of the crushers or in 
the stock of the paint manufacturers, The 
latter have not been buying oil lately 
as they ordinarily do at this time of the 
year. They have been hoping that re- 
ports of seed conditions in the Northwest 
would prove to have been greatly exag- 
gerated, and it was little consolation to 
them to find that while in some instances 
reports of crop damage were far ahead of 
actual facts, the general injury in North 
Dakota was so great as to cut down the 
yield very materially. Paint makers have 
not shown any desire to talk future, for 
they believe that prices are higher than 
they will be after the new Northwestern 
seed begins to move freely. 

No buyer cares to risk a big’ amount of 
money, by agreeing to take costly oil, 
where there is even a possible chance 
that the price will be lower in the future. 


As one of the big paint manufacturers 
said to-day, if the market does not de- 
cline, there will be practically no future 
buying during the entire year. The paint 
maker will take the oil from week to 
week, just as he needs it, and in such 
lots as he requires, and there will be 


comparatively little car-lot business. And 
it may be sét down as a certainty that 
the crusher himself is not over anxious 
to contract, at least at the present time, 
for he himself does not know what pe- 
culiar twist the market will take, and 
this seems to be the year of all years 
when the selling of oil short would be 
likely to result disastrqusly to the short 
seller. On the basis of the price which 
cash seed is bringing in Minneapolis, and 
at which it is quoted in Duluth, it is very 
doubtful if crushers could actually. sell 
oil at the figure it is now quoted here, 
if that oil were to be made from North- 
western seed, Only the coming of South- 
western at this time has enabled 
sellers to make the price they have. It 
may be within the bounds of the possible 
that with the exhaustion of: the supply of 
Southwestern seed oil will have to be 
advanced again. But this will all be ae- 





termined within the next few weeks af- 
ter the marketward movement of North-

WHITE LEAD.—The_ white lead 
market remains unchanged. The talk 
of increasing the price has by no 
means subsided, however. Individual- 
ly the corroders are all of the opinion 
that a change must be made, but it is 
different for any two or three suc- 
cessfully to inaugurate a change and 
all are loath to act by agreement, or 
even to appear to do so. The impres- 
sion prevails that whenever a new 
price schedule is fixed it will show an 
advance of one-fourth cent, making 
the figure 74%c. This will absorb about 
50 per cent. of the loss which grinders 
assert they are sustaining upon each 
100-lb. keg of lead in oil. A greater 
advance would not be practicable be- 
cause of the supplies in the hands of 
the small dealers which were _ pur- 
chased at the old prices.

SURVEY GIVING COMPARATIVE OUT- 
TURNS FOR 1900 AND 109U8e OF MIN- 
ERAL, EARTH AND CHEMICALLY 
PREPARED PAINTS—RESULTS OF 
TESTS .AT ATLANTIC CITY, 
PITTSBURGH AND 
NORTH DAKOTA, 
Washington, Aug. 26, 1910. 


Under the auspices of the U. S, Geologi- 
cal Survey there has just been published 
a monograph of the production of min- 
eral paints during 1909. This document is 
the work of Ernest F. Buchard and is 


intended to cover the production of the | 


different grades of paints, also to give 
the result of paint tests made at Atlantic 
Dakota. 


City, Pittsburg and in North 
There is also a discussion in the mono- 
graph of paints for the protection of 


iron and steel and paints for concrete, 
Referring to the production during the 
past year of natural pigments, the re- 
port says:— 

PRODUCTION. 

“In 1909 the total production of the natural 
pigments—ocher, umber, sienna, metallic pain.s, 
mortar, colors, slate and shale—reported to the 
Survey amounted to 61,137 short tons, valued 
at $613,133, as compared with 49,853 short tons, 
valued at $536,344, in 1908, an increase of 
11,284 short tons in quantity and of $76,289 in 


value. 
OCHER, 


“The quantity of ocher reported to the Sur- 
vey as having been mined in the United States 
in 1909 was 14,310 short tons, valued at 
$137,880; in 1908 there were reported as pro- 
duced 17,019 short tons, valued at $156,360, a 
decrease in 1909 of 2,709 short tons in quantity 
and of $18,480 in value. The relative rank of 
the States as producers remains practically 
the same as in 1908. Aside from the demand 
for ocher in the paint trade there is generally 
a good market for it in the manufacture of oil- 
cloths and linoleums, a large proportion of the 
production of this mineral from Georgia, Penn- 
sylvania and Vermont now being taken by 
makers of these fabrics. 


UMBER AND SIENNA. 


“The combined production of umber ani sienna 
in 1909 amounted to 1,546 short tons, valued 
at $43,872, as compared with 2,756 short tons, 
valued at $70,996, in 1908. The production 
of these substances, therefore, shows a de- 
crease for the year of 1,210 tons in quantity 
and $27,124 in value.’’ 

In regard to the production of metallic 
paint and mortar colors, the report gives 
the following statistics with the details 
of the aggregate production in the more 
important states:— 

‘‘Metallic paint and mortar colors are red and 
brown oxides, produced either by grinding the 
mineral found in the natural state or by roast- 
ing iron carbonate. The production of metallic 
paint and mortar colors in 1909, as reported to 
the Survey, amounted to 37,034 short tons, va!- 
ued at $372,499, a large increase in quantity 
over the 1908 production, which was 25,250 
short tons, and also a large increase in value 
as compared with $268,968, the total value for 











1908. Pennsylvania still continues to produce 
the largest quantity of metallic paint. New 
York is the next largest producer, and the 
other States maintain practically the same 
rank as in 1908. The following table gives 
the production of metallic paint and mortar

In regard to pigments made directly 
from ores, the Department’s report gives 


the following statistics:— 

‘The important pigments made directly from 
ores of valuable metals are zine oxide, leaded 
zine oxide, zinc-lead, sublimed white lead and 
sublimed blue lead. The ores utilized in 
making these pigments are the franklinite ores 
of New Jersey, the sphalerite and galena ores 
of the Mississippi Valley—mined in the Platte- 
ville district of Wisconsin and the Jopl.n di-- 
trict of Missouri, Kansas and Oklahoma—and 
the sulphide, carbonate and silicate ores of 
zine and lead produced in Colorado and New 
Mexico. 

ZINC OXIDE. 

“The production of zine oxide in 1909 as re- 
ported to the Survey was 68,974 short tons, 
valued at $6,156,755, as compared with 56,292 





short tons, valued at $5,072,460, in 1908. This 
represents an increase of 12,682 short toms in 


quantity and of $1,084,295 in value. The re- 
ported average value per ton in 1908 was 
$90.11; that of 1909 was $89.26, a decline of 


85 cents per ton. 
ZINC LEAD. 


“The production of zinc lead, including 
leaded zine oxide, in 1909, was 7,655 short 
tons, valued at $634,714, as compared with 


8,430 short tons, valued at $778,200 in 1908, a 
decrease of 775 short tons in quantity and of 
$143,486 in value. In 1908 the average value 


per ton was $99.31; in 1909 it was $82.91, a 
fall of $9.40 per ton. 
SUBLIMED WHITE LEAD. 
“In 1909 there were produced in the United 


States 9,915 short tons of sublimed white lead, 
valued at $1,070,820, an average value of $108 
per ton; in 1908 the production amounted to 
9,100 short tons, valued at $973,700, an average 
value of $107 per ton. There was, therefore, 4 
increase in quantity in 1909, as compared with 
1908, of 815 tons and an increase in value of 
$97,120. The increase in value per ton in 1909 
as compared with 1908 was $1, or less than 1 
per cent. of the average value per ton in 1908. 


SUBLIMED BLUE LEAD.

lead produced in 1909, valued at $101,043, as 
compared with 1,311 short tons, valued at 
$121,925, in 1908, a decrease of 330 tons in 


quantity and of $20,880) in value. The average 
value per ton in 1908 was $93; in 1909 it was 
$103, a rise of $10 per ton, or over 10 per cent, 
of the value per ton in 1908."’ 

Concerning the chemically manufactured 
pigments, the report says:— 

Under this heading are grouped the im- 
portant lead pigments made from pig lead and 
lead compounds, and such minor pigments as 
lithopone and Venetian red, both of which are 


chemically precipitated from mineral salts. 
Much of the material now sold as Venetian 
red, however, instead of being precipitated 


from ferrous sulphate and calcium hydroxide, 
is made in several ways, such as by ealcining 
both pyrites and a mixture of ferrous sulphate 
and terra alba, and also by grinding natural 
red iron oxide with a white base, such as 
ground oyster shells. 

TOTAL PRODUCTION. 

The total production of this group pig- 
ments increased in quantity from 182,364 short 
tons in 1908 to 211,687 short tons in 1909, and 
in value from $20,708,940 in 1908 to $24,253,620 
in 1909. 

BASIC CARBONATE WHITE LEAD. 


The production of basie carbonate (corroded) 
white lead in 1909, as reported to the Survey, 
was 148,099 short tons, valued at $18,205,082. 
This includes white leads produced by both 
the Dutch process and the mild process. Of 
this total 115,259 short tons, valued at $14.- 
736,360, were sold in oil, and 32,840 short tons, 
valued at $3,468,722, were reported sold dry 
The sales for 1909 represented a met gain Over 
those for 1908 of 15,511 short tons in quantity, 
and of $2,313,481 in value, showing a general 
increase in the average value per ton from 
$119.85, in 1908, to $122.93, in 1909, of $3.08 
per ton, or about 2.6 per cent. of the value per

RED LEAD. 

The production of red lead rose from 16,720 
short tons, valued at $2,065,202, _in 1908, to 
19,103 short tons, valued at $2,335,799, in 1909 
an increase of 2,393 short tons in quantity and 


of $270,597 in value. The average value per 
ton fell from $123.52 in 1908 to $122.27 in 


1909, a decrease of $1.25 per ton, or 1.01 per 
cent., of the value per ton in 1908. 
LITHARGE. 


In 1909 litharge was produced to the extent 
of 20,690 short tons, valued at $2,363,002, as 
compared with 15,542 short tons, valued at 
$1,887,506, in 1908, an increase of 5,148 short 
tons in quantity and of 475,496 in value. This 
represents a fall from the average value per 
ton of $121.45 in 1908 to $114.21 in 1909, a de- 
crease of $7.24, or about 6 per cent. of the 
value per ton in 1908. 

ORANGE MINERAL, 

mineral likewise showed 
in output, there being 
in 1909 590 short tons, valued at $98,723, 
as compared with 397 short tons, valued at 
$65,498, in 1908, an increase of 193 short tons 
in quantity and of $33,225 in value. The ap- 
parent average value in 1908 was $164.9! 7 and 
in 1909 it was $167.33, or a rise of $2.35 per 
short ton in 1909. 

The production of lithopone in 1909 was re- 
ported as 14,847 short tons, valued at 
$1,105,281, as compared with 8,292 short tons, 
valued at $639,483 in 1908. This represents

The production of Venetian red in 1909 






amounted to 8,358 short tons, valued at $145, 
as compared with &,825 short tons, valued at 
$159,650 in 1908. This represents a_ decrease 
of 467 short tons in quantity and of $13,917 in 


value. The average value per ton apparently 
Cecreased from $18.09 in 1908 to $17.44 in 
1909, or 65 cents. 

In setting forth the general conclusions 
reached from the paint tests made in 
different sections of the country last May, 
the Survey declares that they assume no 
responsibility for any of the statements, 
but present them as representing the 
results of the most practical testing work 
that has been carried on, as follows:— 

Paint Tests. 

ATLANTIC CITY. 
Conclusions.—The white lead paints 
fence showed in every instance a 
chalked and disintegrated surface that 
well worn, in some cases nearly 
to the wood. The strongly oxidizing air of the 
seacuast is probably responsible for the early 
decay of this pigment. The committee finds 
that the addition of 40 to 50 per cent. of zinc 
oxide to white lead increases its durability and 


General 
on the 
rough,

retards its chalking, renders it whiter and 
forms a much better repainting surface. The 
combination of white lead and zine oxide on 


this fence were in general good condition 
thronghout, 

Corroded white lead, sublimed white lead, 
zine oxide and zinc-lead are regarded by the 
committee as the standard white opaque pig- 
ments, They were all tested on the Atlantic 
City fence, and it was found that the use of 
any one of them alone resulted in inferior 
protection to the wood. Barium sulphate, 
silica, asbestine and calcium carbonate are the 
standard crystalline or inert pigments. The 


addition of not more than 15 per cent. of these 


inert pigments to any of the standard opaque 
white pigments, such as white lead or zine 
oxide, apparently result in better surface. 
Some of the best preserved painted surfaces 


on the fence were those of paints composed of 
ingredients mixed as stated. 

In tne past the overloading of mixed paints 
with crystalline or inert pigments has been 
the main cause of the prejudice that painters 
have had against the use of such pigments. 
The committee considers that it has been es- 
tablished by these tests that the use of these 


pigments in quantities up to 15 per cent. is 
thorougily justified and results’ in better 
paints, and therefore the committee recom- 


mends to architects and master painters of the 
United States for the painting of general ex- 


terior woodwork mixtures of the white leads 
and zine oxides with crystalline pigments such 
as barytes, asbestos, silica and calcium car- 
benate, wherein the inert pigments do not 
exceed 15 per cent, by weight of the total 
mixture. 


PITTSBURGH. ; 

The fence erected for testing paints at Pitts- 
burgh, Pa., is located on the grounds of the 
Carnegie Technical Schools. The first test was 
made on 560 panels of wood consisting of 
White pine, yellow pine and cypress. After 
the application of the paints the panels were 
exposed for about thirteen months prior to the 
first annual inspection, which was held May 4, 
1909, and a second annual inspection was made 
May 7, 1910. The plain colors applied were 
white, yellow and gray, and the speciad colors 
were bronze-green, chrome green, ultramarine 
blue. Prussian blue and Para red. Im the vi- 
cinity of Pittsburgh large volumes of sul- 
phurous and carbonic acid gas, besides much 
soot, are poured into the air day and night. 
The humidity is comparatively high in this 
locality, and the extremes of temperature are 
fuirly great, so that climatic and atmospheric 
conditions may be said to be rather severe on 
paints, and the tests afford valuable sugges- 
tions as to what’ kinds of paint may or may 
not be capable of withstanding these condi- 
tions. It was found that the white pine pan- 
els made the best base on which to test the 
comparative wearing of the paints and afforded 
no unfair conditions such as other woods 
might offer to interfere with the tests. The 
general conclusions that have been drawn from 
the Pittsburgh tests are as follows:— 

Mixed Paints.—As in the Atlantic City peint 
tests, the results of the inspection of the Pitts- 
burgh tests showed conclusively that mixtures 
containing more than one standard opaque 
white pigment, whether alone or in combina- 
tion with not more than 15 per cent. of crys- 
talline, inert pigments, produce paints that 
are far superior to paints manufactured from 
one pigment alone. This result is shown par- 


ticularly in reference to the wearing qualities 
of the paints, 
White Lead.—Tbe pure, basic carbonate

white lead, or straight white lead panels de- 
teyiorated badly through checking, chalking 
and discoloration. The discoloration occurs as 
a black and gray film, caused by alteration oF 
the white coat by the action of sulphur gaseg 
which produce black sulphide of lead. The 
softness of this pigment and its roughness 
may have caused adherence of particles of 
soot, which contributed also to the darkeneg 
appearance, Although basic carbonate white 
lead when used alone proved to be unsuitable 
as a paint in the Pittsburgh district, yet when 
mixed with other suitable pigments a high 
percentage of white lead in a paint formula 
showed excellent results. 

Sublimed White Lead.—Basic sulphate white 
lead chalked and disintegrated badly, but qiq 
not check or discolor. Moreover, the deterjo. 
ration required several months longer for its 
accomplishment than that of the basic car. 
bonate white leads. The sublimed white leag 
maintained good white color on account of 
its inertness in the presence of sulphur gages, 

Zinc Lead.—The zinc lead panel became 
rather dark-grayish in color, but was in other 
respects in fairly good condition. 

Zine Oxide.—The paint composed wholly of 
zine oxide was shattered badly, showing con. 
siderable scaling, and the result indicated that 
the brittle nature of zime oxide films requires 
the addition of white lead. 

Lithopone.—Paints containing large percent. 
ages of lithopone failed rapidly on the Pitts. 
burely fence, It has been suggested that much 
better paints containing lithopome might be 
made by using a less penetrable vehicle made 
somewhat in the mature of a varnish. Zine 
oxide and calcium carbonate are also bene- 
ficial in admixture with lithopone in prevent- 
ing its early chalking and surface decay. 

Tinted Paints.—The gray paints which con- 
tained little or no basic carbonate white lead 





were superior in maintenance of tone, tint 
and general condition to any of the other 
grays. Some of the grays which showed to 
the best advantage contained mineral colors, 
such as umber, ocher and iron oxide. The 
formulas containing basic carbonate white 
lead tinted with lamp black showed good 
permanence of color. 

The value of zine chromate and lead 
chromate and ocher in giving yellow tints, 
much more permanent in wearing properties 
than the whites, was demonstrated. This was 
true with single pigments as well as with 


composite type paint. 

Special Colors.—The panels om which paints 
colored by Para reds were applied were found 
iv better condition than those exposed an 
equal length of time at Atlantic City. This 
may be accounted for by the fact that Para 
red is manufactured by prectpitation in an 
acid solution, therefore fits cofor is best main- 
tained under acid conditions. The acidity of 
the Pttsburgh atmosphere, caused by the large 
quantities of acid gases wihrich are being 
poured into the air and are continually con- 
densing on the surfaces of structures, may 
aecount for the better preservation of these 
reds As at Atlantic City, the Para reds 
which were applied to panels prime-coated with 
basic carbonate white lead seemed to be 
brightening in eolor. The fimal result ap- 
pears to be a pinkish tint. 

The comparison between the effect of the At- 
lantic City climate and that of Pittsburgh on 
the greem paints is of interest. As a rule 
there was no mildewing in Pttsburgh, while 
in the atmosphere of Philadelphia and At- 
lantic City this is a very common fault of the 
greens. Both bronze green and chrome green 
stood the first year’s test in Pittsburgh exceed- 
ingly well 

Of the blue paints those that faded the least 
and wore the best were applied fn combination 
with either sublimed white lead (basic sul- 
phate white lead) or with zinc oxide, while 
those Blues which were applied in combination 
with basic carbonate white lead showed 
marked failure and were completely bleached, 
The bleaching was due to the action of the 
alkalinity of tte white lead on Prussian blue, 
forming a white compound. It was shown 
that the mixed leads or graded leads, which 
are combinations of white Teads with other 
high grade pigments and contain some inert 
pigments, deterforated far less rapidly than did 


the straight white leads. The high-grade 
composite formulas showed great superiority 
to the strictly white lead paints, and also 


to the graded leads that contained a high per- 
centage of inert pigments.

White Lead The white leads painted out 
mn the 1908 fence exhibited different degrees 
of checking; the mild process lead and the 
sublimed white lead, which presented the best 
surfaces, Were free from checking, while the 
old process leads showed — very deep and 
marked checking even after one year’s wear, 
It was the opinion of the committee that in 
such Climates as that of North Dakota white 
Jjead alone is not entirely satisfactory as a 
paint coating. | . 0 

Sublimed White Lead.—The basie~ sulphate 
white lead Was found in fair condition with 
very little checking, and with a fair repainting 
surface. 

svrinted Paints.—The colored formulas in all 
cases showed great superiority over the same 
paints in white, and demonstrated that a 
small percentage of color has a wonderful 
influence on the preservation of the paint coat- 
ing by tending to prevent chalking, checking 


and general disintegration. This effect is 
probably due to the re inforecing value of the 
eolored pigments used. The mixtures tinted 


yellow were in better condition than the cor- 
roded white leads that had been tinted yellow, 
Ocher.—Ocher was tried as a priming coat 
in several instances, but was found unsatis- 
factory, as it affected the subsequent coats of 
paint and caused them to fail rapidly through 
checking, discoloration and general bad con- 


dition. 








CONCLUSIONS. 
The inspectors state that from a digest of 
the various field tests made at Atlantic City, 
Pittsburgh and Fargo certain of the type 
formulas of mixtures, such as are given in 
the following table, have proved satisfactory 
in all three climates and seem to demonstrate 
that such paints would prove of value in any 
part of the country.

Protection of Tron and Steel,

Regarding the paints for protection of 
iron and steel, the report says: 

Important results have been obtained from 
the tests in progress on the stecl test fence at 
Atlantic “ity In general the pigments 
classed as inhibitors, such as zine oxide, 
zinc chromate, zine aud barium chromates and 
chromium resinate are standing fairly well, 
and also many so-called indeterminates, such 
as white lead, red lead, Venetian red and iron 
oxides. The carb tcecus aints, such as 
graphites, lampblack and carbon, all of which 
have been regarded us stimulators of corrosion, 
showed intact films, except Wherever the plates 
which Were painted with these pigments had 
been abraded in the least. In such abrasions 
very active corrosion had started and ap 
peared to be spreading underneath the paint 
coating. In order to give all the paints a prac 














tical test for corrosion on the same basis each 
plate of the steel test fence was scratched 
With the same instrument in its lower right 


hand corner and the progress of corrosion 
Was also observed particularly with reference 
to the value of the pigment in checking any 
accelerative action which may be exerted by 
the linseed oil, Some plates which were primed 
With red lead and second coated with bitumen 
and coal-tar paints showed marked “‘alligator- 
ing’ of the bitumen due to unequal expansions 
of the two coats 
Among the natural mineral paints calcium 
carbonate and barium sulphate disintegrated 
very rapidly, sealing from the panels Cal 
clum sulphate or xypsum showed markea 
corrosion, a brown cvating of iron rust having 
developed on those panels and begyn to work 
itself completely under the coating. 
The latest inspection of the steel test fence 
was made by Mr. Gardner on April 15, 1910. 
Two factors were considered, namely, the con- 
dition of the painted surface and the corro- 
Sion of the steel surface beneath the paint 
film, Many important and interesting facts 
were noted with regard to the standard 
opaque white pigments, the standard crystal 
line pigments, the colored pigments and the 
carbonaceous pizments. Some of the im- 
portant points with regard to the opaque pig 
ments are as follows:—The condition of sur 
faces painted with basic carbonate white lead 
Was fair, with much chalking, but the corro 
SiON Was very slight The sublimed white 
lead showed excellent condition, although there 
was some chalking, but practically no corro 
Sion, Zine oxide showed medium condition of 
surface and considerable corrosion; the imper- 
fections of this film were due to insufficient oil 
to counteract brittleness The zine ad white 
showed 00d condition of surface and little 
corrosion, Lithopone showed medium condi- 
tion of surface and considerable corrosion: the 
Pigments had destroyed the vehicle and per- 
mitted chalking and the character of the sur- 
face had permitted the access of moisture to 
the steel surface, so that rusting had procecded 
to a considerable extent,

Lead chromate showed some check- 
ing and slight cracking, with corrosion beneath,

Coal tar pigments afforded poor protection 
on acocunt of deep alligatoring, 
Some experiments have been made within 

last year by Prof. F. E. Giesecke, of the 
xas Agricultural and Mechanical College, 
in order to determine the effect of painting 
structural steel which is to be imbedded in 
concrete with Portland cement paint. This 
coating was made by mixing one pound of 

Portland cement with two-thirds of one pound 
of water, and such a quantity was found suf- 
ficient to cover seventy square feet with one 
coating. The principal fact of importance 
brought out was that the adhesion between the 
steel and the concrete was materially in 










s of protective coatings applied to various 
types of roofing and sheathing materials are 
still under way at the structural materials 
laboratori of the United States Geological 
Survey on Young's Old Pier, at Atlantie City, 
N. J., but no returns are yet ready for publi- 
eation. The manner and position in which 
these plates were exposed are illustrated in a 
recent publication by Cushman and Gardner, 
which is a presentation of the latest develop- 
ments in studies of corrosion and preservation 
of iron and steel. 
PAINTS FOR CONCRETE. 

The use of cement concrete for structural 
purpose has already become worldwide, and 
it is increasing at a rapid rate. Heretofore 
little attention has been paid to coating for 
concrete Enough time has now elapsed to 
show that cement concrete alone is not as dura- 
ble as might be wished, partly because it is 
not wholly waterproof and partly because the 
cement either contains free lime or develops 
free lime within itself after setting. Further- 
more, conerete, in order to compete with other 
structural materials, has had to be econom- 
ically handled and roughly finished, and its 
resulting unsightly appearance has detracted 
from its desirability. It is therefore clear 
that there is great necessity for both protect- 
ive and decorative coatings for concrete. The 
problem of waterproofing concrete is being 
studied from several standpoints besides that 
of applying protective coatings For instance, 
endeavor to reduce the voids in concrete to a 
minimum as well as to obtain uniformly finely 
ground cement and to eliminate the tendency 
of the cement to form free lime in setting, are 
all absolutely necessary steps in the production 
of a waterproof concrete and are the special 
problems for the manufacturer of cement and 
the engineer of construction to work out. Much 
experimental work is under way with regard to 
waterprootit concrete by means of the addi- 
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tion of various foreign substances in small 
quantities to the aggregate. Some of these 
materials are of mineral composition and others 
are organic Many compounds are now on the 


market, but the composition of most of them 
is not published Some analyses have been 
made by the scientific section on a series of 
compounds widely advertised for use in water- 
proofing, strengthening or decorating concrete, 
Among the materials contained were stearic 
eeid mpounds, gums, waxes, soaps, mineral 
chlorides, inert pigments and asphalt deriva- 





tives Much interesting information is given 
revarding the composition of such compounds, 
‘though the names of the particular com 


poul are not given. The possibility of ulti- 
mate deleterious effects on concrete from the 
use of these internal waterproofing materials 
is a subject for joint study by engineers and 





patint) chemists In addition to proving the 
nivantages of such materials as water ex 
cluders, it should be determined whether they 


may corrode the steel used in reinforcing con 
crete, and whether they may affect the set and 
tensile strength of the cement itself 
It is particularly the provinee of the paint 
chemist to study the subjeet of paint coatings 
for conerete Oil coatings have been found 
o be badly affected by the free lime present, 
Which causes saponification and subsequent so 
lution of the saponified coating The porosity 
of cement or conerete surfaces causes an ab 
serption or suction effect that renders it neces- 
sary to apply to a given area three or four 
time as much paint as would cover an equiva 
lent area of wood Two very important lines 
of investigation are therefore suggested, the 
alization of the free lime in the cement 

and conerete and the proper filling and treat 
ment of the pores of the concrete in order to 
prevent the suction of any paint that may be 
applied later One suggestion that promises 
to be of great importance in both of these lines 
has ‘n made by Charles Macnichol, a master 
painter «-f Washington, D. C. Maenichol sug- 
gests that a solution of zine sulphate and water 
mixed in equal parts by weight (eight pounds 
zine sulphate to one gallon of water) be used 
as a priming coat. When applied to concrete 
surfaces a reaction between the zine sulphate 
and the free lime takes place, in so far as the 
material penetrates the concrete. The preducts 
of this reaction are calcium sulphate and zine 
lhvdroxide There is thus precipitated between 
the pores of the conerete two practically insolu- 
bie pigments, both neutral, and these tend to 
fill the voids and pores thus to lessen the suc- 
tion properties of the concrete, besides having 
neutralized the free lime in the cement After 
the application of this priming coat oil coatings 
may probably be applied with good results, 
eithough whether an excess of zinc sulphate in 
this treatment may do any harm has not yet 
heen determined Other treatments have been 
svegested, but most of them have been found 
defective or else too expensive, 
Accompanying this report, which will be 
made a part of mineral resources pub- 
lished by the Survey is a somewhat ex- 
tended bibliography dealing with the 
geology and statistics of mineral paints 
and pigments,

Linseed Oil. 


The week just closed was quiet and 
uneventful. But as the weeks go by 
and the time approaches for fall con- 
sumption, the views of the crushers 
grow stronger. They are confident 
that the end of the current long spell 
of quiet routine is in sight, and that 
within the next week or two there 
will be a marked change for the bet- 
ter, so far as the movement of oi] is 
concerned. As to values, the market 
remains firm on the basis of former 
quotations, with 87 cents for car lots of 
State or Western, and from 88 to 90 
cents for smaller parcels, according to 
quantity, brand and seller. There has 
however, been very little business done 
in a large way and the movement has 
been practically confined to the usual 

mall jobbing lots to meet current and 
pressing requirements. Buyers can- 
not be induced to take a barrel more 
than they actually need for immediate 
consumption, and their needs are not 
heavy. As for futures, neither crusher 
nor manufacturing consumer will have 
anything to do with them. There is 
altogether too much uncertainty and 
no one is anxious or willing to take a 
gambler’s chance. The seed situation 
has not changed materially, at least 
not sufficiently to make any impres- 
sion on the local oil market. Receipts 
at primary points have been more lib- 
eral of late, but nearly all of this had 
been sold to arrive and passed direct- 
ly into consumption. The offerings of 
free seed have been light recently. The 
market at Duluth has shown a dispo- 
sition to fluctuate within comparative- 
ly narrow limits. Eastern crushers are 
looking farther ahead than last year. 
It is reported that they are already 
contracting for Argentine seed to fill 
the expected gap in domestic supply. 
Imported seed and oil have been com- 
ing in with more or less freedom. 
The latter has been sold to arrive and 
passes at once into consumption. Job- 
bing demand has been moderate at 
best. Prices are officially quoted as 
unchanged from the basis of 89 and 
90 cents for State or Western, and 
city brands, respectively, in lots of 5 
or more barrels, and there has been less 
disposition of late to shade these fig- 
ures.

Linseed Cake and Meal. 


Interest in linseed cake has kept up 
during the week. The volume of trad- 
ing, however, has been limited, and 
measured by the small quantity of- 
fered for sale. Prices continue to im- 
prove, and the quotation is now $34@ 
35, according to quality and time of 
shipment. Meal, too, has risen some- 
what, and the figure is now $37.50. 
There is not much offering all over 
the country, but the demand is good, 


considering the high price. 





Cottonseed Oil, 


The cottonseed oil market suffered a 
reaction last week, although the down- 
ward tendency proved to be only tem- 
porary. Support was apparently with- 
drawn last Tuesday and a violent break 
occurred carrying prices of the new 
crop deliveries down 35 points in some 
instances. The following day a _ sub- 
stantial rally wiped out most of the 
loss and later in the week the market 
hardened and closed with net gains. 
The movement of prices seemed to be 
entirely speculative and it is under- 
stood that many small accounts were 
closed out during the violent fluctua- 
tions. The October and November de- 
liveries commanded the most attention 
and the movements of the other dis- 
tant futures were largely in sympathy 
with these options. The old crop posi- 
tions have maintained their usual 
strength with offerings light and trad- 
ing restricted to the September deliv- 
ery. It is understood that refiners are 
in control of practially all the visible 
oil and quotations of spot and August 
shipments were inspired by the views 
of these interests. The consuming 
trade has bought moderately of spot 
stocks, but it is stated that sales have 
been private. The sardine packers are 
reported to have taken several hundred 
barrels of spot oil at prices well above 
10c. Purchases for this industry have 
not been normal so far this season 
and aggregate sales are equivalent to a 
little over a third of what is usually 
taken. Estimates place 7,000 barrels as 
a round figure for the season’s trade. 
The firmer tendency of pure lard and 
a decline in oleo stearine have been 
favorable factors to the lard compound 
producers.

COMMERCIAL AGENT BRODE DISCUSSES 
THE COTTONSEED TRADE ABROAD— 
AOCREAGES AND PRODUCTION AND 
CONSUMPTION IN EGYPT — PROS- 
PECTS FOR EXTENDING BUSINESS 
THERE—CROP STATISTICS, ETC. 
—MARKET FOR FEEDSTUFFS 
IN SWITZERLAND—RESTRIC- 
TIONS IN PORTUGAL, 


Washington, Aug. 29, 1910. 


The Bureau of Manufactures to-day 
makes public a series of interesting and 
instructive reports from Commercial 
Agent Julien Brode regarding trade in 
cottonseed products and production in 
different countries. 


Egypt. 


Mr. Brode writes from Alexandria re- 
garding the domestic output of cotton- 
seed products, the substitution for olive 
oil and prices in the Egyptian markets. 
He gives some tables of acreage, produc- 
tion and yield during different years. 
The commercial agent also discusses the 
cause of America’s small share in the 
trade in cottonseed products in Egypt, 
and comments on the terms of credit and 
sales through agencies, etc. 

In connection with this report is another 
from Agent Brode, written from Zurich, 
regarding the cottonseed oil trade of 
Switzerland and the extent to which that 
product is employed in that country. The 
third report from Mr. Brode discusses 
the unfavorable conditions of tariff re- 
strictions in Portugal, which tends to pre- 
vent the increase in sales of cottonseed 
oil in that country. The report from 
Egypt follows:— 

There are produced annually in Egypt abou. 
550,000 tons of cottonseed, of which about 15 
per cent. are crushed locally, the remainder, 
with the exception of those kept for planting, 
exported. Most of the exports go to England, 
Germany and France, in the order named. 
The seed are the baldhead variety and are 
said to have been imported originally from 
islands off the Carolina coast. The importa- 
tion of woolly cottonseed into Egypt is pro- 
hibited. 

The Egyptian cotton oil mills, of which 
there are three, produce annually about 40,000 
barrels of cottonseed oil. With the exception 
of 4,000 to 5,000 barrels that are exported, 
most of which goes to England to be used in 
soap making, the oil produced is consumed in 
Egypt. This oll is poor in quality, resembling 
American off summer yellow, and much of it 
is worked up into soap, the oil mills at Alex- 
andria having soap plants in connection with 
their works. 

There is some demand in Egypt for the bet- 
ter grades of cottonseed oil, and 8,000 to 12,000 
barrels of prime summer yellow and prime 
winter yellow are annually imported. This is 
supplied from England and America in about 
equal quantities, taking an average of the im- 
ports for the past several years. ‘These grades 
are used largely for mixing with olive oil, and 
the writer is told that these mixtures are sold 
as pure olive oil, 

The natives, most of whom are Mohamme- 
dans and large oil consumers, have been edu- 
cated to substitute cottonseed oil for the olive 
oil they formerly used, and the latter Is now 
found only in the homes of the wealthy. This 
change, which has taken place in Egypt and 
which is now taking place to a great extent 
In Turkey, can likewise be made in Tripoll, 
Tunis, Algeria, Morocco and other Mohamme- 
dan countries if proper efforts are put forth. 
In Egypt considerable cottonseed oil is used in 
making a native butter similar to the Indian 
product called ghee. This is made by boiling 
together for a long time cottonseed oil, mut- 
ton tallow, real butter and perhaps one or two 
other ingredients. It is largely used by the 
natives instead of butter, and. » preserving 
qualities are remarkable. It is palatable, 
wholesome and much cheaper than butter. 

The various cottonseed oils now on the Egyp- 
tian market were quoted on June 7 at the 
following prices per pound:—American prime 
winter vellow. 9.6 cents: American prime sum- 
mer yellow, 9.2 cents; English prime summer 
yellow, 8.9 cents: Egyntian refined, best grade, 
8.4 cents; Egyptian refined, ordinary, 8.2 cents. 
PRODUCTION OF CAKE—EXPORTS OF 

SEED. 


Egyptian mills crush the entire cottonseed, 
and the cake produced contains all the hulls. 
As in Russia and Servia, the natives will not 
feed oil cake to live stock, and no amount of 
demonstration seems to convince them of its 
merits. Egypt is not a grazing country and 
cattle raising is conducted on a limited scale. 
The manager of one of the oil mills at Alex- 
andria, when asked by the writer why he did 
not buy up serub cattle and fatten them at the 
mill on the cake instead of exporting it, re- 
plied that the proposition would not pay, since 
fat cattle had a very limited sale in Egypt, as 
the native butchers considered that fat renre- 
sents waste and prefer to buy the lean, light 
cattle for slaughtering. Most of the cake is 
exported to England, Germany and Denmark 

The lack of a domestic market for the cake 
is the strongest factor against the establish- 
ment of new cotton oil mills in Egypt. The 
existing mills seem to be doing fairly well. but 
thev are able to supply all the demand for 
their grade of ofl and have some for export. 
The increase in ofl] seed mills throughout Fu- 
rope has created a big demand for Eevntian 
cottonseed. Last year Germany doubled its 


imports, and in the season just closing it is 
estimated that Germany will have taken about 
80,000 tons. Servia is likewise increasing 
its imports. Increased shipments to these 
countries, of course, means a loss to England 
and France. The following table shows the 
exports of seed from Egypt, by countries, dur- 
ing 1908 and 1909:—

TISTICS. 


Cottonseed speculation is prevalent in Egypt, 
and it is possible to purchase large quantities 
of seed from a crop even before it is planted. 
The sales every season represent considerably 
more seed than is grown. The local oil mills 
could protect their future oll sales by buying 
in seed against them before closing their oil 
sale contracts. but usually prefer to take their 
chances on the market, and in the present sea- 
son they lost heavily by doing so. Some- 
times the prices are run up above true values 
and are higher than the mills and the export 
market can or will pay. At such times specu- 
lators on the long side frequently pay a cash 
bonus for the extension of date of delivery, 
and this goes on until the end of the season, 
when at settlement prices fall. This is the 
present—June—situation. Seed is now avail- 
able, but the demand for it is slack, since it is 
closing-down time for the mills. 

The special interest of American oil mills 
in the Egyptian cottonseed situation lies in 
the present acreage and yield of cotton and 
their possible extension. The following table 
gives the acreage under cultivation, the total 
production in short tons and the average yield 


per acre of Egyptian cotton from 1895 to

YIELD DOES NOT KEEP PACE WITH IN- 
CREASED ACREAGE: 


Though the cotton acreage during the past 
fifteen years has increased about 69 per cent., 
the yield per acre has decreased about 30 per 
eent., and the total cotton production has not 
increased in proportion with the acreage. 

The principal increase in acreage is now tak- 
ing place in upper Egypt and the Soudan, 
where very good cotton is raised. The best 
variety is called ‘‘Abassi,’’ and the next best 
“Toanwich,’’ These varieties are the long sta 
ple and the cotton is very strong. The grades 
‘*Mitaffifi,’’ ‘‘Hubari’’ and ‘‘Achmouni"’’ have 
shorter staple and do not command such high 
prices as the former. The best Egyptian cot- 
ton is said to be not so good as the best Amer 
ican sea island. Abut 100,000 bales of the 
Egyptian long staple cotton are exported to 
the United States annually. An average 
Egyptian crop now runs about 1,400,000 bales 
of 600 pounds each.

The greatest decrease in yield per acre is | 


taking place in lower Egypt, and it is at- 
tributed to several causes, chief of which Is 
said to be the too frequent cultivation of the 
same soil for cotton and the lack of fertilizers. 
It was formerly the custom of the culti- 
vators to devote a plece of land to cotton only 
once in three years, but the high prices for 
several years caused most of the available land 
to be planted in cotton, and this has sapped 
the strength of the soil to such an extent that 
the yield per acre has fallen off considerably 
Generally the only fertilizer used is the 
manure from cattle and water buffaloes, 
which, owing to the character of feed em- 
ploved, is deficient in nitrogen. phosphoric acid 
and potash, and therefore of little value to the 
soil. However, so diligent is the search for this 
manure that it is a common sight to see na- 
tives groping for it in the water along the 
banks of the canals. About 11,500 tons of 
fertilizers are imported into Egypt every year, 
of which about 75 per cent. comes from Chile 
and the rest from Belgium. A demand for 
American cotton fertilizers could possibly be 
created here. Some of the plantations are 
large and are owned by wealthy individuals 
who may be induced to give them a trial, 


COTTON WORM—CROP DETERIORATION. 


Another factor tending to decrease the yield 
of cotton in Egypt is the cotton worm, which 
is seemingly a worse pest than the boll weevil. 
During the course of a single night two of 
these worms were observed to strip a good- 
sized cotton plant of every vestige of leaf. 
The fight against this worm is said to be dif. 
ficult owing to the fatalism of the natives. 
The British Government is doing everything 
possible to increase the yield as well as the 
acreage of cotton in Egypt, and inspectors 
have lately been appointed by the government 
to see that effective warfare is waged against 
these worms. 

The deterioration in the last Egyptian cotten 
crop, which took place last August and early 
September, is said to have been due mainiv 
to the excess of moisture in the ground dur- 
ing the growing season. This caused the plants 
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to grow tender roots, many of which rotted 
toward the close of the season. The excellent 
irrigation system introduced by the British 
Government has brought the natives water in 
unheard-of abundance to their very flelds. The 
present crop is doing nicely, and a normal pro- 
duction of about 1,400,000 bales is expected. 


POSSIBILITY OF INCREASING PRODUC- 
TION—IRRIGATION, 


Whether or not the Egyptian cotton produc- 
tion can be materially increased seems a de- 
batable question, but the majority are of the 
opinion that the maximum normal production 
has been reached. Some are inclined to look 
forward to a decrease, and it is thought that 
further increase in acreage can be had only at 
an enormous expense. About all the available 
land in the Delta is now under cultivation, and 
to increase the acreage the lands of the deserts 
of Sahara and Arabia, which lie on each side 
of the Nile Valley, would have to be irrigated. 
This could be done only by raising the Delta 
dam, which would mean an enormous expense 
and the loss of much of the present cotton 
lands that would necessarily be inundated. 
The two desert levees are much higher than 
the Nile plain. Likewise in upper Egypt and 
in the Soudan, where the increase in acreage 
has been taking place, it is thought that 
further increase could be had only at such ex- 
pense that the attempt would not be feasible. 

The entire cotton area in Egypt depends upon 
irrigation, as there is practically no rainfall 
during the summer. Near the Nile the water 
level of the canals is higher than the adja- 
cent land levels, and getting the water from 
the canals to the fields is a simple matter, 
but nearer the desert borders the water level 
of the canals is much below that of the flelds. 
Here water wheels, operated by camels or 
horses, are used to bring the water up to the 
land level. These water wheels are simple 
affairs, being composed of two large cog- 
wheels working at right angles to each other. 
The upright wheel varies in size according to 
the water depth, and to this is attahed earth- 
en jars in which the water is brought up. 
These wheels are found throughout the entire 
Nile Valley, as water is to be had almost 
everywhere at a depth of five to ten feet, One 
wonders why windmills are not employed here 
in place of these wheels. American metal 
windmills should be especially adapted, since 
they are cheap and durable; and, moreover, 
there is nearly always a good breeze blowing 
from the deserts or from the sea. 


CAUSE OF AMERICA’S SMALL SHARE IN 
TRADE. 


The foreign trade of Egypt amounts. to 
about $112,000,000 imports and $130,000,000 ex- 
ports. Of the former the United States ob- 
tains very little, possibly not more than 3 per 
cent. to 4 per cent., including the articles 
which are imported from the United States 
through other countries and of which no 
mention is made in the Egyptian statistics. 
The chief reason for this poor showing is the 
lack of direct steamship connection. .The 
gcods that come from America are said to ar- 
rive hoth delayed and damaged. This season 
some shipments of cottonseed oil arrived from 
New York, transshipped at Pirzeus, with a 
loss of 4 per cent. to 5 per cent., and the 
buyer states that he has been unable so far to 
eollect this loss from either the steamship 
company or the insurance company. 

If this drawback to the expansion of Amer- 
ican trade in this market were overcome by 
the establishment of a direct steamship line 
between New York and Egypt, commerce be- 
tween the two countries would increase rapid- 
ly. Suck a line should touch first at Tangier, 
which would give the United States the much- 
needed direct communication with Morocco, 
and from there the steamers could come to 
Alexandria, where sufficient business would be 
in view to warrant continuing to Smyrna, 
Constantinople and Odessa. On the return to 
New York the following ports should be 
made:—Constanza, Varna or Brusa, in the 
Black Sea, and Constantinople, Pirreus and 
Naples, touching at the last-named so as to 
participate in the large immigration traffic. 
The establishment of this line with sailings 
twice a month from New York would acom- 
plish wonders toward securing for American 
goods a permanent foothold in the Levantine 
end Black Sea countries. These sections of 
the world are being opened up, foreign capl- 
tal is finding profitable investment in them, 
and their trade, now rich and to be desired, 
is bound to increase many fold. From the 
amount of business other steamship lines are 
now handling it can be safely figured that 
such a line would make money from the start. 
Unless some’ direct steamship connection is 
made between these markets and the United 
States the future will find us as the present, 
with a trade so insignificant that it Is rarely 
mentioned in the annual statistics published 
hy these countries. 


TERMS OF CREDIT—AGENTS—TRAVELING 
REPRESENTATIVES. 


The question of terms need not prevent 
American merchants from participating in and 
obtaining a share of this trade. It is trade 
that many European firms are acustomed to 
give long credits on many articles. Owing to 
the vast sums loaned on the growing crops. 
eash is scarce in Egypt, except at the period 
between harvesting and planting, so giving 
credit enables the European traders to se- 
eure a wider scope of trade and to realize 
grenter profits. They are nearer this market, 
have representatives coming here frequently, 
and can hetter watch the conditions of the 
country than the far-distant American ex- 
porters, However, it is not advisable that 
Amertean shippers grant these long credits, 
nor is it necessary. Responsible local agents 
ean be secured, who can afford to pay cash 
on @elivery at Alexandria, and who in turn 
ean grant credits to whom they see fit on their 
own responsibility, There are firms at Alex- 


andria and Cairo now looking for American 
accounts on such a basis. 
In some cases it is advisable that repre- 
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sentatives be sent from tbe United States to 
study more closely the wants of the people 
and to learn just what articles are in demand. 
If the price of the American article is higher 
than that of the article in use, then let the 
quality be better, and, moreover, let it be 
plain that it is better. An American plow 
concern did this, and it is now shipping here 
an all-steel plow, an exact reproduction of a 
wooden one with a steel point, which is well 
known and popular with the farmers. For a 
little more money they are now able to buy a 
durable implement which in appearance is just 
like what they have been accustomed to use. 
This idea can be carried out in other articles 


as well, 
Switzerland. 


A full synopsis of Commercial Agent 
Brode’s report on the use of cottonseed 
oil in Switzerland, together with results 
obtained from tests made of cottonseed 
meal, follows:— 


Switzerland imports annually about 40,000 
barrels (estimated to contain about 53 gallons 
each) of comestible oil, of which about 6,500 
barrels (estimated to contain about 53 gallons 
cottonseed oil; the remainder being peanut, 
sesame and other oils. Cottonseed oil is well 
known to the margarine manufacturers, who 
use it so long as the price is reasonable in 
the manufacture of all grades of margarine 
up to the very best. Hewever, in the manu- 
facture of the highest class of cooking fat, 
no cottonseed oil is used, The proprietor of 
one of the largest margarine factories in 
Switzerland said that peanut oil is used in the 
manufacture of this product because cotton- 
seed ott is said to give off fumes when heated. 
It was explained to him that fumes arose 
from greases when they were placed in hot 
pans, but if they were placed in cold pans 
and the heating done gradually no objection- 
able fumes would result. This is particularly 
true of greases containing cottonseed oil. He 
agreed to convince himself of this by experi- 
ment, and said that if such were the case 
cottonseed oil could be profitably used at 
times in the manufacture of cooking fat. 
This Swiss product is of good grade and com- 
mands a higher price than the best grades of 
margarine, selling for 20 cents per pound, as 
compared wiih 17 cents for the latter. In 
Scandinavia and in most countries of Europe 
the best margarine sells for considerably more 
than the finest cooking greases. The Swiss 
cooking fat contains about 15 per cent. of the 
best Alpine butter. 

When the price of olive oil is high much 
cottonseed ofl finds its way to consumers as 
salad oil, but most of the cottonseed oil tm- 
ported is used in the manufacture of mar- 
garine. The importation of comestible oils is 
encouraged by the low duty of 1 franc per 100 
kilos ($0.193 per 220 pounds). Sesame oil, 
peanut oll, olive oil and cottonseed oil, when 
shipped in barrels and not in small packages, 
enjoy alike this rate of duty. 

Switzerland is a small country, but its dairy 
industry is important and furnishes a good 
market for feed stuffs. There are about 
2,270,000 head of live stock in Switzerland, 
including 1,500,000 cattle, about 800,000 of 
which are cows, 100,000 sheep and _ goats, 
550.000 swine and 120,000 horses. Switz- 
erland imports annually about 25,000 tons of 
oil cake and meal, but ry little if any of this 
is American cottonseed cake and meal. The 
products of the peanut, linseed and sesame 
seed are preferred by farmers. 

Most of the farmers are members of co- 
operative societies, of which there are ten, and 
which are affillated In a national society, the 
Schweizerisches Bauernsekretariat, the head- 
quarters of which is at Brugge. The head- 
quarters of one of the largest co-operative 
societies, called the Verband Ostschweizerischer 
Landwirtschaftlicher Genossenschaften, is at 
Winterthur. The manager of this society 
said that the cottonseed cake that had been 
tried was from Marseilles. and it was not 
found satisfactory. The Marseilles cottonseed 
cake contains all of the hul's and cannot be 
compared to the American decorticated prod- 
uct. The manager stated that the society had 
not tried the American quality, and the quick- 
est way to get the farmers to try it would be 
to have one of the Swiss agricultural colleges 
make tests and publish the result of the ex- 
periments, as the farmers are guided largely 
by the findings of the agricultural colleges or 
experiment stations in their feeding methods. 

These co-operative societies buy most of their 
feedstuffs direct from the Hamburg and Mar- 
seilles exporters In lots of about 100 tons, and 
the exporters give them thirty days from date 
of invoice in which to make payment. The 
societies accept the thirty-day drafts on presen- 
tation, before the shipments arrive, and are 
said to meet the obligations promptly when 
the drafts fall due. 


TESTS OF COTTONSEED MEAL TO BB 
MADE. 


The agricultural college at Rutti, near Berne, 
some years ago made tests with American 
cottonseed meal, and the following is a quota: 
tion from its report on the subject:— 

In the winter of 1908 we examined by feeding 
experiments the influence of different oll 
meals, including linseed meal, peanut meal, 
sesame meal and cottonseed meal, on the 
quantity and quality of milk and on the liv 
ing weight of cows. By feeding the same quan- 
tity of each we gained in proportion the best 
results with the cottonseed meal. * * * In 
composition it may be compared with sesame 
and peanut meal, but it distinguishes itself 
from them by the greater quantities of albumere 
and fattening substances it contains. 

In spite of this tribute to the virtues of cot 
tonseed meal the demand for it was not in- 
creased, undoubtedly because there was no 
effort on the part of French and German ex- 
porters to push its sale in Switzerland. 

The directors of the agricultural collece at 
Strickhof, near Zurich, has agreed to make an 
experiment this fall with American cottonseed 
meal as a supplement to a ration for dairy 
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cows, and he has promised to have the resulte 
published in two of the best known Swiss agri- 
cultural papers. Inasmuch as the result of this 
experiment can well be anticipated, and as the 
cottonseed meal will undoubtedly be given a 
good recommendation, next fall would be the 
time to exploit this product among the Swiss 
farmers. They are easily reached either 
through the co-operative societies or through 
the medium of agricultural papers. 


EXHIBITION AT ANNUAL FAIR—TERMS. 


There is held every year in Switzerland af 
agricultural fair, which is largely attended. 
An exhibition at this fair of American cotton- 
seed products would no doubt secure favorable 
results and be the most effective manner in 
which to get the products quickly before the 
Swiss people. Advertisements in the agri- 
cultural papers and advertising literatyre sent 
to the farmers through the co-operative socie- 
tiles could later be used to bring out more fully 
the good points of the products. 

If American exporters do not care to grant 
the terms to which the Swiss co-operative s0- 
cleties are accustomed the business could be 
handled through Buropean agents. If Amer- 
ican exporters care to incur the expense of ad 


vertising their brands among the Swiss farm-

ers the European agents and importers can 
counted upon to supply any demand created for 
such brands on Swissterms. The annual trade 


of some 25,000 tons of oll meal is worth seek- 


ing, and efforts should be made to secure part 
of it. No duty is imposed upon oll meals o1 
oil cakes.

However, even 
with this advantage less olive oll is being used 
every year and more peanut oll, chiefly because 
olive oll values seem to reach higher levels 
each year. There are in Portugal about 100 
sardine-packing establishments and _ probably 
four oil mills, only one of which Is of any im- 
portance. The sardine packers have 
realized the unfavorable position in which they 
are placed by the high duties on foreign seed 
oils, which prevent them from securing from 
abroad supplies of such seed oils as are re- 


quired for their several grades of sardine, The 


one ofl mill at Lisbon can obtain for the seed 
oils it manufactures prices nearly equal to the 
ruling domestic price of olive oll, regardless of 
the fact that in other countries such seed oils 
may be selling for one-half the price of olive 
oll, At present (July, 1910) olive oil is selling 
at $32 per 220 pounds, and peanut at $24. 
Several attempts have been made by sardine 
packers to remedy this condition, but without 


success, 
French sardines packed in cottonseed oll were 


shown these packers and all seemed agreeably 
surprised at the excellence of the product and 
the preserving qualities of the oil. They evinced 
great interest In the matter and agreed to en- 
deavor to have their petition for a lower duty 
on seed oils reconsidered. If this is granted 
and cottonseed oll is allowed to enjoy a duty 
of $4 per 220 pounds it will find its way into 
their sardine tins 

In Alexandria the writer met a large buyer 
of Portuguese sardines, who examined sam- 
ples of sardines packed in American cottonseed 
oll and who was well pleased with the product. 
He gave the writer letters to some of the prin- 
cipal packers of Portugal, and said he would 
buy their sardines packed in_ cottonseed oll 
such as was used in the tins shown him. 

Efforts are being made to secure a reduc- 
tion of the duty on cottonseed oll, or a draw- 
back to the sardine packers on the cottonseed 
oll they import and export again in sardine 
tins, and should these endeavors prove success- 
ful there will be opened a new market, the 
annual consumption of which will possibly 
reach 20,000 barrels of fifty-three gallons each.

Indiana and Benzoate of Soda. 


DR. WILEY AND MINOR OFFICIALS OF 
BUREAU OF CHEMISTRY REQUIRED 
TO TESTIFY IN CASE INVOLVING 
THE USE OF THE CHEMICAL A&S 
A FOOD PRESERVATIVE—THE 
DOCTOR REITERATES HIS 
FORMER OPINION AND 
HOLDS ITS USE TO 
BE DELETERIOUS. 


Washington, Aug. 26, 1910. 

The controversy which has been waged 
here during the past week over testimony 
to be given by Federal officials covering 
the action of the government regarding 
the use of benzoate of soda in foods 
finally settled down to the giving of 
testimony by all the officials who were 
called upon to do so. 

The chief issue involved in ‘the case 
appeared to be a complaint made by the 
officials of Indiana that in their effort to 
obtain evidence intended to ald them in 
enforcing the pure food laws of that 
State, they did not receive proper en- 
couragement at the hands of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. Indeed, it was stat- 
ed that the heads of the department gave 
encouragement to Indiana officials obtain- 
ing the testimony of the Remsen Referee 
Board, which it will be recalled gave the 
final decision as to the use of benzoate of 
soda, upon which decision the action of 
the Pure Food ‘Board of the Govern- 
ment was reversed and the use of ben- 
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zoate of soda under the Federal Pure Food 
law was permitted. E 

The grounds for the complaint by the 
Indiana officials was that some of the 
minor officials in. the Bureau of Chem- 
istry, Department of Agriculture, under 
Dr. H. W. Wiley, had declined to respond 
to subpoenas intended to obtain from 
them testimony as to the investigations 
made by the Bureau of Chemistry into 
the use of benzoate of soda by the minor 
arations. This action by the minor 
officials appears to have been based upon 
an opinion given them by _ Solicitor 
McCabe of the department, who informed 
them that they were not required by law 
to give opinions ag experts. The Indiana 
officials did not say they wanted opinions 
of experts, but wanted the facts as they 
had been disclosed in the investigation. 
This resulted in the movement announced 
last week by the Indiana officials in the 
courts of the District of Columbia to 
secure an order compelling the officials in 
the department to give the testimony 
desired 

In his explanation of the basis for the 
opinion he gave, Solicitor McCabe issued 
a statement in which he asserted that 
neither the Secretary of Agriculture, or 
the Acting Secretary, had ordered Dr. 
Wiley not to testify in the benzoate of 
soda case. It was also asserted by Mr. 
McCabe that the Department had 
rendered every facility to Indiana officials 
in giving them the records of the in- 
vestigations made by the Bureau of 
Chemistry in the department. In further 
explaining the attitude of the Department 


of Agriculure, from a legal standpoint, 
Mr. McCabe said: 
That the department is trying to prevent 


Dr. Wiley from testifying In this case is hardly 
a fair statement of the facts. The Indiana 
suit is merely of incidental interest to us; the 
decision of the referee board that benzoate of 
soda is harmless settles the matter so far as 
the Department of Agriculture is concerned 
Dr. Wiley requested my opinion as to the lega’ 
force and effect of the subpoena issued to him 
in this case. TI advised him that a government 
expert coud not be compelled to appear and 
testify In a sult hetween private parties, either 
as to his expert opinion or as to the Investiga- 
tions and the experiments on which his opinion 
was based, ft apnearing that he was not a 
witness to any of the facts In the Indiana case 

It was, of course, highly important for the 
department to know how the courts in the Dis- 
trict would rule on the question, since the 
greater number of the department's expert 
chemists and scientific men are employed in 
Washington, and they might he called at any 
time from their work to testify in cases where 
the government had not the slightest Interest 
Consequently, when the question came before 
Judge Bernard for decision, it was entirely 
proper, in my judgment, for the department, 
represented by the acting Tnited States attor- 


ney, Mr. Peele, to present its side of the case 
and have the matter determined."’ 
Following the action of the judge of 


the Supreme Court of the District of 
Columbia in directing that testimony be 
given, Drs. Wiley and Bigelow of the 
Bureau of Chemistry and all the minor 
officials. including members of the so- 
called ‘‘poison squad’ which had been 
experimented on by Dr. Wiley during the 
benzoate of soda investigations, gave their 
testimony which occupied the greater 
part of the past week. 
This controversy over benzoate of soda 
grows out of the law of Indiana relating 
to the sale of foods within that State, 
which prescribes that no polsons or 
deleterious substances shall be placed In 
food sold within the State. The State 
Board of Health, which ts the admin- 
istrative board under the pure food law 
of that State. hold that benzoate of soda 
is a deleterious substance and that it 
must not be included in foods sold within 
the State. This action was combatted by 
canning companies in New York and 
Michigan, and several sults were con- 
ducted in the courts of Tydiana, tn all 
of which the decisions upheld thé State 
law and the action of the Board of 
Health. Thereupon the canning com- 
panies carried the case into the Federal 
courts on the plea that their business 
was Injured bv the State law and that 
no State should be nermitted to injure the 
business of non-residents by laws running 
eounter to the laws under which inter- 
state business is done. This latter alle- 
gation was made with the purpose of 
brineing into the controversy the action 
of the Federal government under the 
national pure food law in allowing the 
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use of benzoate of soda on foods trans- 
ported and sold in interstate commerce. 


Naturally the opponents of the Indiana 
law sought to obtain and did obtain the 
testimony of the heads of the Remsen 
Referee Board, which sustained the use 
of benzoate of soda as a preservative in 
foods. The Indiana officials then desired 
to obtain the opinion of Dr. Wiley and 
his associates in the Bureau of Chem- 
istry, as these officials had condemned the 
usé of benzoate of soda and had been 
overruled by the Referee Board. 


The testimony of Drs. Wiley, Bigelow 
and others gave a full account of the 
experiments with benzoate of soda and 
the giving of foods mixed with that ar- 
ticle to members of the so-called ‘poison 
squad,”’ a body of men upon whom the 
experiments were made. Testimony was 
also obtained from the members of this 
squad who told in detail the effect of the 
foods administered to them by the Bureau 
of Chemistry officials. 


Dr. H. W. Wiley, chief chemist of the 
department and head of the Pure Food 
Board, not only gave a detailed account 
of the experiments, but in emphatic 
terms he reiterated his former position 
against the use of benzoate of soda, and 
took issue squarely with the decision of 
the Referee Board. Dr. Wiley inter- 
spersed the greater part of his testimony 
during the past week with pointed 
declaraions to the effect that it is his un- 
changed opinion that the use of benzoate 
of soda in any form in foods is dangerous 
to the public and should be prohibited and 
he is very desirous that the position 
taken by the Federal government in up- 
holding the decision of the Referee Board 
shall be reversed. Dr. Wiley ‘declared 
that he was pledged to give his testimony 
in the aid of the officials of Indiana ‘in 
their contest to prevent the sale of foods 
containing benzoate of soda within the 
borders of that State. 
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PETROLEUM MARKET. 


Saturday Noon, Aug. 27, 1910. 


Reports from the Eastern fields for 
the interval indicate another gain in 
completions and the production shows 
a fair increase over the previous week. 
[llinois led in the number of comple- 
tions, with West Virginia second and 
Pennsylvania third. There is a con- 
tinued rush of the drill in the Illinois 
areas, and a few new gushers have 
been developed. Work in the Sandoval 
field has not proved entirely satisfac- 
tory, and more or less dissatisfaction 
is expressed regarding developments. 
Late rains have relieved the drouth in 
the West Virginia fields to some extent 
and the pumping wells and the drills 
have been worked with less difficulty. 
Harrison and Roane counties have 
made the most promising showing, but 
indications for a continuance of steady 
production seem rather uncertain. In 
tht Lima fields of Northwestern Ohio 
and Indiana there were thirty-nine 
wells completed, of which six were dry 
holes, the others having a new pro- 
duction of 1,286 barrels. The bulk of 
the work in the Indiana end was cen- 
tered in the Oakland City pool, where 
the completions were the greatest for 
any one week since the pool was dis- 
covered. The new district in Wayne 
county, Kentucky, is commanding in- 
creased attention and_ several nice 
oilers have been drilled. A well in 
this section was recently drilled with 





an initial production of 100 barrels 
daily, and several other good strikes 
have also been made. The excessive 


hot and dry weather that has pre- 
vailed of late has seriously retarded 
development work in the Indiana fields 
and the copious rains last week re- 
lieved the situation materially. Field 
work, however, will be slack for some 
time and the production which started 
to fall off early in July will likely 
continue to fall off in all sections of 
the field. The Ingomar pool in Al- 
leghany and Green counties in Penn- 
sylvania has proved attractive. The 
previous week's gusher that produced 
725 barrels had some effect upon lease 
holders who are now anxious to hit 
the same jugular vein and are locat- 
ing many new wells in the field. 


Refined and Products, 


Conditions governing the local mar- 
ket for illuminating oils have not 
changed materially during the interval 
and transactions have seldom exceeded 
the limits of current requirements. The 
undertone of the market is about 
steady and values may be repeated at 
the previous schedule. The export 
movement during the week amounted 
to 12,449,370 gallons. Of this quantity 





for the week under review 6,250,000 gal- 
lons were carried in bulk. Russian ad- 
vices record a slightly firmer market 
at Baku for crude and refined prices 
are stronger in sympathy. Our Shang- 
hai correspondent reports prices un- 
changed. The Indian market has con- 
tinued firm. 

An active demand is reported for the 
products for motor consumption and 
refiners are busily engaged in keeping 
pace with specifications. It is under- 
stood that supplies in jobbers’ hands 
are limited, and indications seem favor- 
able to a firm market, at least, until 
well into the fall months. 

Six tank steamers and two chartered 
steamers cleared from New York the

Mineral Oils. 


The market continues quiet and is 
void of any special feature. If any- 
thing, the tone is inclined to be easier, 
owing to the general absence of buy- 
ing interest consequent to the season. 
Neutral oils have had a fair demand, 
but the movement of cylinder oils for 
export has been slow. No change has 
been made in the general quotation, 
but it is thought that on cylinder 
grades for export slight concessions 
might be made for moderately good 
business. 





Paraffine Wax. 


Market conditions show no material 
change during the interval. Ship- 
ments are fairly heavy and dealers 
express satisfaction with current dis- 


tribution. Arrivals of foreign refined 
from Liverpool and Hamburg have 


been rather free of late, but the de- 
mand has been sufficient to absorb 
stocks and the market has been re- 
lieved of any undue pressure.

Weight of Clay. 


The importation consisted of 1,778 casks 
of clay. Duty was assessed on the mer- 
chandise under paragraph 90 of the tariff 
act of 1909. The importer, Robert B. 
Ways, of Baltimore, claimed that the 
assessment was made upon excessive 
weights of the clay, owing to the fact that 
it had become wet by the absorption of an 
extraordinary amount of sea water. 
The board was of the opinion that the 
testimony in the case showed that the 
merchandise had become wet with sea 
water by exposure to a storm at sea and 
that out of the entire importation an al- 
lowance of approximately 15 per cent. No 
aliowance could, of course, be made for 
damage to broken casks. To this extent 
the protest was sustained and the col- 
lector’s decision reversed. 





Cocoanut Oil. 

Paragraph 293 of the tariff act of 1909 
provides a duty of 3% cents a pound on 
“refined deodorized cocoanut oil,’’ while 
paragraph 639 admits free cocoanut oil 
“not refined and deodorized.’’ The cocoa- 
nut oil in question in this case was as- 
sessed under paragraph 293, and was 
claimed by H. M. Newhall & Co., of San 
Francisco, to be free of duty under para- 
graph 639. The question involved was, 
therefore, mereiy one of fact as to wheth- 
er the oil was refined and deodorized. 
The examiner who passed upon the mer- 
chandise reported that it had ‘a slight 
odor, which would indicate that it had 
been partly refined and partly deodorized, 
and is suitable for other purposes than 
soap stock.’’ The government chemist at 
New York, to whom the sample was sub- 
mitted, reported an acidity of .88 per cent. 
and states that “the sample may have 
been refined and deodorized originally, but 
it is now too rancid for its origin to be 
determined by chemical analysis.”’ 

On such a record the board felt that it 
was not justified in disturbing the col- 
lector’s assessment, and overruled the 
protest.

(From the Reporter’s Field Correspondent.) 
Kentucky Petroleum Fields. 
Barbourville, Ky., Aug. 24, 1910. 

Late petroleum operations in Kentucky have 
been characterized by a more thorough 
puncturing of the pools of lower Kentucky 
just outside the limits of production as pre- 
viously established, and a more thorough drill- 
ing of the deep sand of Eastern Kentucky 
within the limits of the Big Sandy River Val- 
ley. Older pools of lower Kentucky are losing 
some of the operating force as a result of the 
movement of the drill toward the newer fields. 
While still capable of furnishing new wells 
the older pools have lost much of their gas 
pressure, and completions this summer have 
not been up to the average, with a few ex- 
ceptions. Under prevailing crude oil prices big 
wells are what the average operator is after, 
and the newer districts furnish better possi- 
bilities in this respect. One of the new dis- 
tricts to command attention is the Rock Creek 
section, in Wayne county. Several nice oilers 
have been drilled in this territory, which Is an 
eastern extension of the Pennsylvania and 
Mount Pisgah production. One well was drilled 
two months ago with an initial production 
in excess of 100 barrels daily, and in the in- 
terval a number of other good strikes have 
been made. This section of Wayne county now 
contains quite a drilling force, and is under- 
going a more thorough test. The established 
districts of Mount Pisgah and Parmleysville 
continue to be the center of some development 
work, and an occasional good oiler serves to 
keep up interest. The pools of upper Wayne 
county are considerably older, and the move 
ment of the drill is slow, Cooper and Slick- 
ford have ylelded nothing better than light 
wells lately. 

Completions in lower Kentucky for a week 
are limited to a brace of medium oilers at 
Mount Pisgah, and a strike of twenty-five bar- 
rels’ capacity within the defined area of Parm- 
leysville. The latter strike is better than the 
late average for that section. Several wells 
in the Rock Creek extension are due to be 
completed within the next few days.

The deep sand pool of Lawrence county, on 
which considerable interest is centered, hag 
failed to yield any new production during the 
past few days. A number of the larger oper- 
ators of the country are conducting the deve). 
opment of that new field, and the fall season 
promises to witness considerable activity, 
Some new operators have entered the field 
lately. 

A dearth vf activity continues to mark de. 
velopment work in upper Kentucky. No late 
completions have been made in the districts of 
Bath, Wolfe and Estill counties. Production 
in these flelds is maintaining a gratifying aver. 
age in the absence of much new production,

Lima Petroleum Fields. 
Lima, Ohio, Aug. 25, 1910, 

A review of the Lima petroleum fields of 
Northwestern Ohlo and Indiana for the week 
show a total of thirty-nine wells completed, of 
which six were dry holes, the others having a 
new production of 1,286 barrels. The bulk of 
the work in the Indiana end was centered jn 
the Oakland City pool, where there was a rush 
of the drill and the largest number of wells 
completed for any one week since the pool 
was first discovered.

for some longer period of time in order to in- 
fluence prices. 

We also learn to-day from the interior that 
buyers for druggist kinds for Japan have re- 
appeared there and are trying to secure larger 
lots of opium.

that stocks are not very heavy. It would 
seem surprising, however, if there were 
not a more liberal supply of stocks than 
some of the big sellers report, as there 
has been a rather slack demand recently.

NEATSFOOT OIL. 

Demand for neatsfoot oil is just a trifle 
better the current week than it was last 
week, though the price has remained the 
same, and the packers are not contem- 
plating any change in values for the pres- 
ent. The season is expected to open a 
trifle earlier this fall than usual, and 
whi.e the holders have a fair stock of oil 
on hand, supplies are by no means bur- 
densome, and even though the stock of 
the basic material has been added to very 
largely, though the heavy liquidation of 
Western cattle, due to drought conditions 


on the ranges, holders do not find in this 
any reason for a reduction of the price, 
for the reason that they figure a heavy 


supply now means a shortage later on, as 
there are only so many cattle in the coun- 
try, whether they be marketed heavily at 
run time, or the run be permitted to come 
moderately during the regular season. 
Western cattle will probably be well mar- 
keted before snow flies. Demand from the 
tanners for neatsfoot oil is expected to im- 
prove with the first of September, and the 
dressed leather and glove trade is begin- 
ning to show signs of renewed interest. 
Pure neatsfoot oil, graded 30 degrees cold 
test, is quoted at 9c. per gallon. Extra 
is held at 67c. and No, 1 at 65e. There is 
a fair demand for tallow oil at 65c. for 
the prime, and 67ec. for the acidless 


Argentine an Important Fiax- 
seed Factor. 


In discussing the trade outlook for the 
coming year, one of the largest Minneapo- 
lis oil men says that in his opinion much 
depends this year on Argentine. He does 
not believe that enough seed has been 
raised in this country, together with the 


three or four million bushels that may 
be secured from Canada, to supply the 
domestic demand for linseed oil, He 


said :— 

“T do not believe that this country for years 
has been as bare of oil as it is to-day. We are 
not quoting prices for quick shipments as we 
have more than enough orders on our books to 














take care of our production for at least two 
weeks. We believe that our competitors are 
largely in the same position. We know that 
ulfalo crushers have been securing oil from 
their connections in the West to fill orders 
With at points directly tributary to Buffalo. 
If they had sufficient oil on hand in the Fast, 
this move would hardly be necessary. We are 
not getting enough new seed to amount to 
anything. With stocks so low, we feel that no 
matter how well our flax crop may turn out, 
it cannot possibly be large enough to supply 
this country with its oil requirements, so that 
we must get some seed from Argentine. if 
Europe feels that Argentine is going to have 
a sbort crop and we have to enter into com- 
petion for the seed, it means that prices here 
in this country will be maintained at a high 
level We have the impression that following 
the results of the last two short crops here 
that there is likely to be pretty active com 
petition for this crop of ours The ofl buyer 
will probably hold off for some time in the 
hope of getting lower pri later, but these 
will not materialize if there is active com- 
petition for seed. However, we believe that 
the oi) buyer is going to be driven into re- 
Vising the prices on his products so as to 
base them on what he has to pay for his raw 


materials, 

“No doubt the movement of new seed so far 
has heen checked somewhat on account of 
rains delaying threshing operations in the 
southern part of the Northwest, and this light 
movement has assisted in keeping prices up. 
We feel that we ought to have lower prices. It 
seems to us that it would be very dangerous 
to start in on this crop, not knowing definitely 
what the Argentine is going to do, and buy 
our seed at present prices.’’

Baltimore, Aug. 25, 1910. 
A thrilling story of piracy on a whal- 


ing vessel on the high seas, with every 
variation, from the alleged murder of 
the captain down to the seizure of the 
craft and its sale at some foreign port 


sent the revenue cutter Apache down the 
Chesapeake bay in great haste this week. 
At Salmon's Island, about half way down 
to the capes, the Apache met the battle- 
ship Iowa with the alleged disciples of 
Captain Kidd on board. The towa had 
received them in shackles at the Azores 
and had at once steamed across the 
Atlantic to deliver them up to justice. 

The supposed pirates proved to be quite 
youthful and by no means as fierce in 
appearance as tradition since times im- 
memorial represents lawless rovers of the 
sea to be. Not one of the five was over 
22 years old. and the quintette bore rath- 
er the aspect of beardless youths, They 
gave their names as William R. Albert, 
Charles Mitchell, Edward W.  Lilze, 
Charles Turner and George White, and 
the story of murder and other piratical 
doings resolved itself into nothing more 
than a technical act of mutiny.

To Adopt Standard Container for 


Explosive Oils. 
PRELIMINARY STEPS TOWARD THIS END 





AT A CONFERENCE HELD IN THE 
OFFICE OF CHIEF INSPECTOR 
DUNN LAST MONDAY. 

In response to an invitation from Col. 
B. W. Dunn, chief inspector of the 
bureau for the transportation of ex- 
plosives and inflammables, three repre- 


sentative petroleum men met in his office 
in this city last Monday and discussed the 
preliminary essentials necessary to the 
adoption of a standard metal container 
for highly inflammable oils, such as gaso- 
line, naphtha and benzine. Those at the 
conference were:—W. H. Fehsenfeld, of 
the Red Sea Oil Company of Baltimore; 
D. F. Hurd, representing the Standard Oil 
Company, and Ek, A. Buck, representing 
the Independent Petroleum Marketers’ 
Association. 

For some time more or less trouble has 
arisen over the transportation of ex- 
plosive oils and the meeting was called 
with a view to reconciling the interests 
involved. which include the government, 
the railroads and the oil companies, It 
hes been suggested that the shippers 
agree to adopt a uniform container of 
standard shape and strength, which will 
meet with the approval of the govern- 
ment and the carriers. 

Steps leading to such a_ result were 
taken at this meeting, but it was decided 
that before a definite conclusion was 
reached, it would be advisable to bring 
tlhe manufacturers of the containers into 
conference. The meeting was therefore 
adjourned with the understanding that 
another joint conference would shortly be 
held which would be present repre- 
sentatives of leading manufacturers of 
metal containers, 

This question of standard 1 
does not involve the transportation 
ordinary illuminating oils.

Oil Men of California to Consider 


Petroleum Laws. 
Los Angeles, Aug. 20, 1910. 


The unsatisfactory laws and the more un- 
satisfactory interpretation of those laws by 
the powers that be, as applied to the mining 
industry and particularly the petroleum in- 
dustry on this coast, is to receive the serious 
consideration of the oil men of this State, ac- 
cording to the sentiment expressed at a meet- 
ing of prominent producers held in this city 
last Thursday night. 

The object of the meeting as stated in the 
call is to get the oil men together on some 
definite plan to be placed before the American 
Mining Congress, which will meet in Los 
Angeles the last week in September. They will 
then urge the officers of the Mining Congress 
to get the national legislature to enact some 
sort of legislation regarding the disposition of 
oil lands that will be equitable. Conservation, 
of course, is the prime object of the move- 
ment, but all things pertaining to the oil in- 
dustry are also to receive their share of at- 
tention if the organization becomes perma- 
nent, a thing very strongly favored by the 
speakers at Thursday night’s meeting. 

The consensus of opinion was very strongly, 
in favor of changing or amending the present 
laws, Which apparently are not satisfactory 
either to the so-called ‘‘special interests’’ nor 
to the conservationists. A number evidently 
are in favor cf the government receiving some 
return from its mineral lands in the shape of 
royalties. In other words, that no land should 
be given away, but leased, as provided in the 
Nelson bill recently introduced in Congress. 
It is said the laws relating to discovery might 
be left as they are, but the man or concern 
making the discovery should, instead of being 
granted a patent to the land, be given the 
right to lease the land on a royalty basis. 
Another scheme proposed was that after dis- 
covery the government might put the land up 
at auction to be sold to the highest bidder, 
put reserving to the discoverer the privilege 
of taking the land at the bid made if he so 
wished. This is the law regarding oil lands 
in the Russian oil fields and seems to be sat- 
isfactory. Of course the amount of land one 
individual or one corporation could acquire 
was also discussed, “The greatest good to 
the greatest number’’ seemed to be the keynote 
of the meeting. S. C. Graham, chairman of 
the meeting and a man very largely inter- 
ested and prominently identified with the 
oll business here, stated that ‘‘all laws deter- 
mining the distribution or disposition of nat- 
ural wealth should have for their primary ob- 
ject the public welfare, To secure this object 
these oil lands should be disposed of in a 
manner to produce the greatest revenue con- 
sistent with the prevention of monopoly.’’ No 
doubt a strong organization will be effected 
as a result of this meeting. 


ACTIVE DRILLING OPERATIONS. 


Notwithstanding the great amount of oil 
on hand in the California fields and the big 
daily overproduction, drilling continues very 
active in all the fields, considering the time 
of year, when the extremely warm weather 
has resulted in curtailing work to some ex- 
tent. While there is entirely too much fuel 
oil of medium gravity, there is a strong and 
growing demand for both the very heavy oil 
12 and 14 degrees gravity and the light oil of 
30 degrees and better. 

The former is called road oil and is used 
in road making, and the latter, of course, 
is used for refining purposes, for while the 
medium grades of oil can now be refined very 
satisfactorily with very little percentage of 
loss, the light oil supplies a much larger 
percentage of gasoline, an article which is now 
in great demand and which brings a good 
price. In passing, the automobile can be said 
to be one of the best friends of the California 
oil business in that it demands good roads 
and good gasoline. 

From the best sources it is learned that the 
fuel markets are gradually being extended, 
but the expansion is all noted in this country 
and almost entirely on the Pacific Coast. It 
is said that Chile and the Hawaiian Islands 
have reached their limit of consumption and 
that no increase is looked for at either place. 
The railways on the north coast, however, are 
counted on to gradually increase the use of 
fuel oil. The Great Northern, for instance, 
which is now buying oil from the Independ- 
ents, is converting its locomotives from coal 
to oil burning as rapidly as possible, and will 
soon be using several thousand barrels a day 
of oil. The Western Pacific also, as its busl- 
ness expands, is increasing its orders for oil. 
The railroads, in fact, are by far the largest 
consumers of liquid fuel on the Coast, and in 
them the oil man largely places his life, The 
railrceads are now using over 100,000 barrels of 
oil a day. The manufacturing interests use 
probably 50,000 barrels a day, and this branch 
of the market may also be increased, but not 
rapidly. Manufacturing on this coast might 
be made very profitable on account of the 
cheap fuel, but other considerations, such as 
high freight rates to the Eastern markets on 
the finished product, retard their development, 

The Associated Oil Company, contrary to all 
the predictions that it would gradually de- 
crease in importance as a factor in the gen- 
eral market, has adopted a policy of expansion 
that will again place it in the list of “‘live 
ones.’’ Following the purchase recently of the 
Pioneer-Midway holdings in the Midway dis- 
trict, comes the announcement that the Mc- 
Murty interests in the Midway field, consisting 
of 500 acres in sections 22, 26 and 34, have 
been sold to the Associated for a consideration 
Said to be $3,000,000, the owners receiving 
part payment in cash and the balance in As- 
Suciated bonds and stocks in a subsidiary con- 
cern to be organized. This land is in what is 
ealled ‘‘gusher territory,’’ and the new owners 
will rush drilling operations at several dif- 
ferent points on the property.

line to connect the Midway field with its big 
refinery at Oilport, near Port Harford. The 
survey has been completed and the line will 
run through Santa Margarita Pass and will 
strike the field half way between McKittrick 
and Maricopa. It will be 82 miles in length. 
The fact that the company’s properties in the 
Santa Maria field, which are already con- 
nected by pipe line with the refinery, do not 
produce sufficient oil to keep the refinery in 
operation, has led to the proposed line to Mid- 
way, where there is every indication that all 
the oil required will be forthcoming for a long 
time to come, 
FIELD NOTES. 

Production in the Sunset-Midway field con- 
tinues to increase despite the rapidly accumu- 
lating surplus. The American Oilfields’ well 
No. 79 on section 36-11-22, in the North Mid- 
way, about nine miles northwest of the Lake- 
view well, now holds the center of the stage. 
It has been referred to here before, but it is 
proving the greatest sensation of the State. 
The flow has been constantly increasing until 
now it is actually putting out more oil than 
the Lakeview, or in excess of 24,000 barrels a 
day. The top of the derrick has been blown 
off and the oil is going 200 feet in the air. 
The most strenuous efforts are being made to 
save the oil, and all the men and teams ob- 
tainable are pressed into service. The steel 
tankage on the property is full to the top 
and the oil is being run into a 250,000-barrel 
reservoir and work is being rushed on another 
1,000,000-barrel reservoir. The remarkable 
thing about this well lies in the fact that it 
is only 870 feet deep and was finished with a 
single string of casing 12% inches in diameter, 
This company’s No. 68 on the same section, 
which has been producing moderately about 
1,200 barrels daily, broke loose last Wednesday 
and is flowing from 8,000 to 10,000 barrels a 
day. The company is only able to move 10,000 
barrels a day of its production and is becom- 
ing swamped. The company has been running 
17 strings of tools on its different properties, 
consisting, by the way, of a total of 7,520 
acres, but will now probably shut down those 
when it is not necessary to drill. The com- 
pany’s daily production is at present 47,700 
barrels, and it has in storage more than 1,000,- 
000 barrels. 

Great excitement prevailed the past week 
among Midway operators over the report that 
a big strike had been made in the Midway 
Valley Company’s test hole on section 12-31-24 
in the Elk Hills, but an investigation proved 
the report untrue, A strike would open up an 
immense area, all of which has been taken up, 
and tor this reason developments are being 
closely watched, 

The Lakeview well is now doing a little less 
than 20,000 barrels a day, and the percentage 
of water has increased to 7 per cent,

Eastern Petroleum Review. 
Montpelier, Ind., Aug. 25, 1910. 

A review of the high-grade petroleum fields 
east of. the Mississippi River, comprising In- 
diana, Northwestern Ohio, Kentucky, Illinois, 
Southeastern Ohio, West Virginia, Pennsylva- 
nia and Southern New York, for the week 
shows a healthy condition, there being an in- 
crease in completed work, new production and 
dry holes. The past week has developed into 
the most active during the year, the Lilinois 
increase in finished wells in the Oakland City 
field of Southwestern Indiana, making up for 
the decline in other producing fields. Condi- 
tions throughout the petroleum producing re- 
gions are looking up some, and all that is re- 
quired to make the drill rush is an increase in 
the price of the crude product at the wells. 
Upon the change in prices of crude hinges the 
entire future workings of the drill. Good prices 
bring heavy operations, while a_ declining 
price brings just the opposite. 

The excessive hot and dry weather that has 
prevailed for weeks and seriously retarded 
development work throughout the petroleum 
producing fields, was broken during the past 
several days by copious rains in sections and 
cool weather everywhere. Field work, how- 
ever, will be slack for some time and the pro- 
duction which had begun to decline early in 
July is likely to continue to go off in every 
field. It has been several months since any 
new territory was opened and there is at this 
time nothing in sight that looks like a new 
pool or an extension of defined territory. This 
fact is partly responsible for the decrease in 
field work, as ordinary wells in inside stuff 
furnish no incentive for producers to more than 
offset any necessary drilling while the market 
is low. It is simply swapping cash to drill 
light territory at the price just to hold produc- 
tion, and operators appear to be unanimous on 
this point. There is very little wildcatting 
in any direction, which lessens the chances for 
finding new producing territory. Pipe lines and 
ether buyers of oil looking for new connections 
in every field to keep lines busy and producers 
are of the belief that the market should soon 
start upward A reasonable increase in the 
price would greatly stimulate drilling and the 
search for new territory that will furnish re- 
fining grades of oil.

4c. Chloride of barium has ruled 
steady on spot at $33, but arrivals have 
been shaded to $32.50. Sales of oxalic 
have been reported ex dock ata shade 
ynder former prices. White arsenic 
has remained dull and negleceed with 
the spot quotation nominally higher.

BICARBONATE OF SODA. — In-

The demand continues to grow in vol- 


ume and local dealers are now doing 
a fairly large amount of business, 
much larger in fact than is usual at 


this time of the season. The business, 
of course, is coming principally from 
the mixers in the far South, who have 
to prepare for a heavy movement of 
manufactured goods much earlier than 
the Northern factories. With the in- 
creased demand prices on the various 
materials are gradually firming up 
week by week. During the interval 
sulphate of ammonia, nitrate of soda, 
and blood and tankage, while without 
actual quotable change, revealed con- 
siderable strength with certain inter- 
ests inclined to ask more money. Do- 
mestic sulphate is not as yet being 
made in other than a small way and 
while the foreign producers are like- 
wise generally light in stocks they are 
rather inclined to grant concessions 
for prompt shipment. For fall and 
winter shipment, however, they ure re- 
alizing much higher rates over nearby 
values. Nitrate of soda while repeat- 
ed nominally unchanged is gradually 
firming up for forward delivery, es- 
pecially during the first six months of 
1911. Beyond that time importers are 
not quoting. The only position that 
seems in any way to favor the buyer 
is spot. Blood and tankage were with- 
out quotable change, but offerings for 
fall shipment are commanding very 
high prices which buyers do not feel 
warranted in paying, and this has quite 
naturally retarded important transac- 
tions. Most business passing is in 
spot and September shipment, buyers 
apparently storing this material for 
use later in the year. Bones are 
quoted higher in the local market and 
offers are as small as heretofore. The 
other items continue without change. 
For reports of the Baltimore, Charles- 
ton, Chicago and Atlanta markets refer 
to index on page 21. A detailed report 
of the local market follows: 


Ammoniates. 


SULPHATE OF AMMONIA.—Pro- 
ducers both at home and abroad con- 
tinue to offer very sparingly or at a 
figure that generally precludes impor- 
tant transactions. The English man- 
ufacturers are more willing to sell 
spot accumulations than future deliv- 
eries, and are generally demanding 
two to five shillings per hundred pre- 
mium for forward delivery, according 
to position. The demand for English 
sulphate this year from both the 
United States and Japan has been un- 
precedented, and it appears as though 
the consumption in this country will 
show a remarkable increase over last 
year’s figures. The domestic produc- 
ers are not yet offering in other than 
a very limited way, and prices are 
more or less nominal at $2.77424@2.82%, 
according to position. While some im- 
porters contend that no foreign mate- 
rial can be had under $2.80 for any 
position there are offers reported in 
the local market at $2.7744@2.80, ac- 
cording to amount, position and seller. 
‘The Manchester market for August 20 
is described as follows:— 

We have seen another very firm week in the 
sulphate market, and holders have again been 
able to get more money. Of course, there is 
mot now a very great output of sulphate, and 
hence a comparatively small demand soon pro- 
duces an effect upon prices. There is some in- 
quiry in the market for futures, but the views 
of buyers and sellers diverge a good deal with 
regard to the prospects, and therefore it is not 
easy to get transactions through. For prompt 
delivery sellers are now asking £12 5s. It may 
perhaps be pointed out that the difference in 
price between sulphate and nitrate is now just 
twice as much as it was at this time last 
year, viz., £3 instead of 30s. There are 
some people who think that this difference 
ought to tell by and by on the demand, and, of 
course, if the divergence in values is to go on 
increasing there must come a time when buyers 
of fertilizer would refuse to use sulphate, but 
apparently £3 per ton does not frighten them 
off the article. 

FISH SCRAP.—Reports from the 
menhaden fisheries this week indicate 
some little improvement, but it must 
be taken into consideration that these 
reports are based on results of three 
or four days ago at least, so that the 
unfavorable weather of the past few 
days has undoubtedly given the catch 
a@ set-back once more. Our corre- 
spondent in Baltimore reports that the 
Chesapeake fleet is having much bet- 
ter luck, although the _ deficiency 
caused by the poor results at the be- 
ginning of the season has not been 
made up as yet. The quality of the 
fish is poor, and but little oil is reach- 
ing the open market. Scrap is being 
offered in a very small way. Quota- 
tions still vary greatly according to 
seller, but may be repeated firm but 
unchanged on the basis of the higher 
levels established last week. Dried 
scrap is held at $2.90@2.95 and 10, wet 
acidulated at $2.25@2.40 and 35, both

NITRATE OF SODA.—There has 
been no material change in the posi- 
tion of nitrate during the past week. 
Some dealers report a further firm 
tendency, but quotations have not ac- 
tually responded as_ yet, although 
with the fertilizer season soon at 
hand it would not be at all surprising 
to hear of further advances. For spot 


sellers ask $2.10@2.12%; fall, 1910, 
$2.12%; for futures up to June, 1911, 
$2.15. Cables from Chile report that 
the shipments during August to Europe 
will probably total 106,200 tons, with 
37,600 tons loading for September, as 


compared with 143,800 tons, and 156,000 
tons actual shipments and loadings, re- 
spectively, for the same time last year. 
The July production is corrected to 
4,583,135 quintals. 

DRIED BLOOD AND TANKAGE.— 
There was no change of consequence 
noted in the Western abattoir ammo- 
niates markets during the past week. 
Prices for prompt shipment are re- 
peated on the basis of last week’s quo- 
tations. For late winter and early 1911 
shipment the packers are demanding 
extremely high prices, about 25 points 
advance for January tankage, as com- 
pared with the quotation for prompt 
shipment. Offers continue generally 
light. The packers apparently are of 
the opinion that the markets favor 
them, and offers rarely exceed 200 or 
300 tons of either blocd or tankage. The 
South is buying fairly actively, but the 
movement has not yet assumed very 
large proportions, although it is much 


above the average. During the week

With the cotton market sgain high- 
er for the week there has been little in 
the way of renewed hope for a freer 
movement in textile colors during the 
interval. The mills, as heretofore, are 
buying in a small way only for their 
immediate or near future requirements. 
While these jobbing sales in the ag- 
gregate assume fairly large propor- 
tions, first hands are nevertheless 
anxious for the time when round 1]0ts 
will again be in demand. Quotations 
hold rather well considering the slow- 
ness of the demand, but then it must 
be considered that prices that usually 
prevail for round lots are now in cer- 
tain instances operative for smaller 
quantities, so the market is really 
lower in a few lines than quotations 
represent. During the week there was 
some little improvement reported in in- 


quiries by first hands, but quietness 
is still the dominant feature of the 
market. Albumens continue dull and 
routine. Antimony salt sells in a 
jobbing way exclusively. Aniline oil 


and salt are moving against contracts 
fairly seasonable, but new business is 
at a premium. Bichromates are quiet 
but firm. Cutch is in freer supply, but 
prices have not responded. Dextrines 
and starches are without change. The 
statistical position of gambier is in- 
clined to weaken in face of large 
stocks afloat. Indigo, hyposulphite of 
soda, myrabolanes, prussiates, turmeric 
and zinc dust are without material 
change since our last report. Sumac 
has revealed a firmer tone despite the 
fact that a new crop will be gathered 
the coming month. A detailed report 
of the market follows:— 


ALBUMEN.—The demand continues 


dull and the bulk of recent arrivals 
have been going into bonded ware- 
house, so the importers have ample 
material in store to answer the imme- 
diate needs of the trade. Prices con- 
tinue without change, but a firm bid 
would in all probability bring out the 
figures. Egg is held at 47@70c., as to 
grade, blood at 23@32c. 


ANTIMONY SALT.—The jobbers are 
reporting a fair and rather frequent 
inquiry for small lots, but first hands, 
as heretofore, are doing very little in 
round lots. The mills continue to take 
fixed dyes to the exclusion of materials 
for their own making, so the imme- 
diate outlook is not at all bright. The 
following price schedule is prevailing 
for spot material:—Seventy-five per 
cent. at 124%@12\ec., 47 per cent. at 94@ 
9lec. 

ANILINE OIL AND SALT.—There 
is the usual difficulty experienced by 
the importers in securing new con- 
tracts, but the withdrawals against old 
agreements are fairly well up to the 
season’s average, and but little of this 
material has been offered for resale. 
Oil is quoted unchanged at 11%@11%c., 
salt at 10@10.15c. 

BICHROMATES.—The general quiet- 


ness of the textile dyeing industry 
finds the usual reflection in this mar- 
ket and new accounts are not of fre- 


quent occurrence, Contract withdraw- 
als are up to the average for the time 
of the year and prices are described 
as very firm, with no _ concessions 
granted whatever from the card prices.

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They, like many inexperienced ‘‘oil men,’’ im- 
agined there were millions in the business; 
that all that was necessary was to get leases 
and drill. They did so; then came the tug of 
war. With oil selling at 35 and 38 cents a 
barrel they were unable to pay off their in- 
debtedness, to say nothing of paying dividends, 
The local banks were kind to them, however, 
and carried them over rocky places. The fact 
that Bartlesville banks alone released paper 
to the amount of $500,000 as a result of the 
first payment from the Central Fuel Oil Com- 
pany suggests the straits the producers of 
that town were in, 

It had been reported the properties involved 
in the deal were optioned at extravagant prices, 
thta the deal would fail because many of the 
property owners would back out. There was no 
foundation for either of these rumors. In the 
first place the properties were worth every cent 
of the option price; in the second place, the 
owners were in position where they couldn't 
afford to back out, 

But now that the deal has been consummated 
and the transfers made there is considerable 
speculation as to the effect the changed owner- 
ship will have on the market. The Reporter 
correspondent does not believe in itself it will 
have any perceptible effect... The production 
of the Central Fuel Oil Company does not 
mean much in the mid-continent field at pres- 
ent. The Gulf Pipe Line Company and the 
Texas Company entered the field at a time 
when relief was greatly needed. They began 
taking 15,000 barrels of oil a day each, or 
30,000 barrels daily. Under ordinary conditions 


; that ought to have greatly improved the mar 


ket. But did it? Let us see. The price of 
oil was 41 cents a barrel when these two new 
companies entered the field. Under that com- 
petition the market went down to 35 cents a 
barrel and has not advanced above 38 cents 
since. At the present time the production of 
the Central Fuel Oil Company is about 10,€00 
barrels a day. 

Taken calmly and conservatively the situa- 
tion in the mid-continent field is encouraging. 
Production and consumption are nearly equal, 
With consumption gaining. There is not so 
much wildeatting as there was, and no new 
fields are developing. If this condition con- 
tinues long an advancing market is inevitable. 
In fact, an increase in the price of erude is 
now due, and it will not be surprising if it 
comes very soon. 

A. B. Reese and J. Arthur Hull as the Regent 
Oil Company have sold a 220-acre lease and 
twenty-eight producing wells in sections 2S 
and 29-18-12, Toueha end of the north Glenn 
pool, to the Gulf Pipe Line Company for 
$151,000, Mr. Reese retains a quarter interest
